Editor of the Star: 

The following is the recom- 
mended procedure with reference 
to gas, electricity, and water ser- 
vice, in the event that an air raid 
alert is sounded: 

If An Air Alert Is Sounded 

1. Electric Service 

1. Do Not Shut Off Your Elec- 
tric Service. You will need your 
radio or television to receive offici- 
al instructions or information from 
Civil Defense authorities. You may 
need your electric service also for 
lights, cooking, water heating, 
clocks, etc. 

2. Do Shut Off irons, toasters, 
stoves, and other appliances as 
though you were going out for the 
day. 

II Gas Suppl> 

1. Do Not Shut Off Gas Ser- 
vice at the service entrance or 
meter unless the building is dam- 
aged or gas supply fails. 

2. If gas range is in use, Shut 
Off The Burners. 

3. If you are using any other 
gas appliances which are turned 
on or off by hand. Shut Them Off. 

4. Do Not shut off pilots. 

5. Do Not shut off automatic 
water heaters, automatically con- 
trolled house heaters, or gas refri- 
gerators. 

6. If the building is damaged 
or gas supply fails, the valve at the 
service entrance or meters should 
be closed. Do Not Open this valve. 
Call for a trained man. 

III. Water Service 

1. Do Not Shut Off Water Sup- 
ply. You may need your sanitary 
facilities, or water may be needed 
quickly to put out small fires. 

2. Do Not draw quantities of 
water into bath tubs or other con- 
tainers. This would reduce pres- 
sure in mains and also result in un- 
necessary waste of water which 
may be badly needed. Storage 
water heaters have sufficient sup- 
plies for emergency drinking and 
cooking meals.

In the 
autumn, the boom of shotguns 
from the river flats still echoes the 
thunder of artillery within the 
proving ground. 

Deer live inside the 74.4:>r>-aere 
preserve by the hundreds, vet late- 
ly is one killed by the shells which 
scream into Aberdeen's many tar- 
get areas. Somehow the' deer 
avoid those dangerous spots, living 
unseen in the midst of modern 
violence. 

Regular patrols constantly guard 
high-wire fences to keep out un- 
thinking hunters. The "Aberdeen 
Fleet" of more than a dozen boats 
patrols the bay approaches, warn- 
ing away yachtsmen and fishermen 
during tiring tests. 

Brainpower and Ballistics

deen on January 2, 1!»18, in a driv- 
ing snowstorm. Guns have been 
firing ever since, to chart the com- 
plex ballistics tables without which 
the Army couldn't aim a gun.

It was just another plane pas«- 
inir over on a bombing mission, the 
people thought. A few timid souls 
took cover, hut there was no gen- 
eral movement in that direction. 
The ir city had never been a target. 
No one was trained in protective 
measures against an air raid. The 
plane dropped its load, a single 
bomb packed with more destruction 
than ever before placed in one 
package. One hundred thousand 
persons were killed. 

That, in brief, is the story of 
Hiroshima. That, with this, local- 
ity or the name of any Massachu- 
setts city or town substituted for 
Hiroshima, could be the story here. 
However, here we are takinK pro- 
tective measures. Here, every in- 
dividual is urged to assume that 
his locality could be a target. 
THE OPEN DOOR 

Your state, with the help of local 
directors in 351 cities and towns, 
lias established an organization for 
your protection. It is a form of 
insurance. The premiums you pay 
are the minutes you give to learn- 
ing how to protect yourself. The 
door to your civil defense organi- 
zation is open. Before you enter 
you naturally want to know what 
is inside. Here is your opportunity 
to find out. In this space, provided 
with the cooperation of your news- 
paper, the Massachusetts civil de- 
fense effort will be described. Head 
what is boinj.' done for your protec- 
tion. Learn what you must do to 
protect yourself. 

WHAT IS BEING DONE? 

The past 12 months have seen a 
monumental program take shape. 
Its aim has been to give Massachu- 
setts the best insurance aK^inst 
disaster humanly possible to devise. 
Obviously, such a goal is impossible 
of achievement in a few short 
months. Nevertheless, on May 14, 
Governor Paul A. Dever, who by 
reason of office is responsible for 
the program, was considerably en- 
couraged by reports of progress. 
H< stated that civil defense in 
Massachusetts had jrraduated from 
the planning statre and reached a 
point at which it could be effective- 
ly applied. 

PUBLIC'S ATTITUDE 

John P. Stokes, state civil de- 
fense director, recently said that 
apathy does not exist to any mark- 
ed degree. "More and more," he 
said, "people are coming to realize 
that if disaster strikes, the extent 
of the toll will be governed by their 
own inclination and ability to take 
protective measures." 

Civil defense is of the people, by 
the people, and for the people. 
Without the full cooperation of the 
individual it cannot function. The 
individual must have faith in him- 
self and in the organization set up 
for his protection. He must have 
patience while step by careful step 
a workable defense is made ready 
for action. 

Meantime, people and officials 
alike hope and pray that every 
ounce of energy, every dollar of 
money, every moment of time put 
into civil defense will eventually 
prove to have been utterly and com- 
pletely unneeded. But — - and this 
must be the underlying thought - 
while they hope for the best they 
must prepare for the worst.

eulosis, as exclusively a disease of 
the young. Perhaps one reason for 
this is the fact that tuberculosis 
kills more young adults between 
15 and 35 than any other disease. 

But tuberculosis strikes at all 
ages and it is an enemy of the 
older ago groups as well as of 
young adults. 

More than half of those who die 
from tuberculosis are over 45 
years of age. Through the years, 
tuberculosis has increasingly be- 
come a problem of the older age 
groups. For example, in 1930, the 
average aire of death from tuber- 
culosis was 38 years; in 1048, it 
was 48 years. 

There is a danger in the belief 
that a person can "outgrow" a sus- 
ceptibility to tuberculosis, that a 
person cannot catch irom disease 
after 40 or 45 years of age. 

As people get older, they are 
more and more inclined to shrug off 
a hacking cough, chronic fatigue, or 
loss of weight as just signs of ad- 
vancing age. Yet, any of these 
complaints may actually be symp- 
toms of tuberculosis. And an older 
person who believes he is out of 
the TB "danger zone" will be even 
more likely to ignore the symptoms 
which may mean tuberculosis. 

There are also a few older 
people who, without knowing they 
are ill, have learned to "live with 
their TB" by keeping it pretty well 
under control. It is possible for 
them to have a mild, chronic case 
of the disease for years without 
being seriously disabled. Yet 
while they escape infirmity for a 
time, they can be spreading their 
tuberculosis and they can never be 
sure they are completely safe 
, themselves. 

Since tuberculosis can and does 
i strike at any age, every adult, no 
matter how old he might'be, should 
have a chest X-ray at least once a 
! year to check on the health of his 
lungs. 

There is no "safe age," as far as 
tuberculosis is concerned. Chest 
X-rays, as part of annual physical 
examinations, are just as impor- 
tant for older people as they are 
for the young. They are no means 
of making certain that tuberculosis 
does not get the upper hand and 
prevent us from living to a "ripe" 
old age.

Editor of the Star: 

Some of our good friends seem 
unduly alarmed about the coaching 
of High School athletic teams next 
year, and about the status of Mr. 
Edward Bartlett, particularly. I 
hope I can clarify the whole mat- 
ter. 

At a meeting on January IT. 
1949, the School Committee ap- 
proved a policy stating that no 
teacher should have charge of more 
than two paid extra-curricular ac- 
tivities in any one school year. This 
was done on my recommendation, 
and it is -s* ill my recommendation. 

ft is my belief that our teachers 
arc employed, primarily as teach- 
ers, and that other thing* are 
secondary. The teacher's day does 
not end with the last class, but 
time is needed, in addition, for pro- 
fessional study and preparation, 
and for giving extra help to pupils 
needing it. A year-round extra- 
curricular program, in most in- 
stances, takes the teacher away 
from the classroom at the last bell, 
with the result thj.t the pupil need- 
ing the extra help doesn't get it. 

According to reports submitted 
by our teachers a year ago, those 
engaged in paid extra-curricular 
work were spending a very great 
amount of time outside of and in 
addition to their regular class day. 
Such loads could mean one of two 
things: an inability to devote the 
time necessary to the daily teach- 
ing schedule, or an ultimate impair- 
ment of health. 

An exception to this policy was 
made this last year in Mr. Bart- 
lett's case, simply because of the 
impossibility of getting competent 
men to assist in the athletic pro- 
gram. Now. it appears that such 
an exception will not be necessary 
next year. 

Some weeks ago. Mr. Jason, the 
Administrative Assistant at Wad- 
leigh, resigned to accept a position 
elsewhere. Some of our men 
teachers have been interested for 
some tunc, in getting administra- 
tive experience. Among them are 
Mr. Bartlett and Mr. Stevens. 

The position ot Administrative 
Assistant, whether at Wadleigh or 
the High School proper, requires 
daily, the time of the Assistant at 
least one half hour before school 
opens in the morning, and approxi- 
mately an hour after school in the 
evening. The time required is in 
direct conflict with most of the 
coaching duties. 

Mr. Bartlett is anxious to get 
administrative experience; he is 
aware, also, that it means a choice 
between coaching after school, and 
getting this experience. He ap- 
plied for the Wadleigh post and 
was elected. 

At the same time, Mr. Stevens 
was named to be an Assistant, also, 
and in the High School building. 
Mr. Grindle has been asking for 
this for some time. Both posts 
carry the same titles, but with some 
differences in responsibilities. Both

-• Watch that children do not be- 
come overtired or chilled, because 
either can lower their resintance !

foothold. 

•'!. Avoid the dangers of polluted ' 
waters and don't let children swim 
in water which has not been de- 
clared safe by health authorities. | 
1. Keep the children extra clean. I 
See that they wash their hands fre- 
quently, ''specially before eating. 
Keep food as well as garbage cover- i 
ed and safe from flies. 

5. Postpone any surgery at this 
time on the child's nose, mouth, or 
throat, unless the-dortor says it is 
urgent.

WINCHESTER SAVANT HAS 

NEW LANGUAGE THEORY 



Joshua Whatmough, Professor of 
Comparative Philology at Har- 
vard University, was at the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley 
Thursday presenting a new theory 
on languages. 

Professor Whatmough will speak 
on "Selective Variation in Lan- 
guage" as visiting lecturer at the 
annual six-week meeting of the 
Linguistic Institute. 

"While in Berkeley, he will also 
preside at the meeting of the Lin- 
guistic Society of America on July 
Li and LI. He is President of the 
Society for the year 1951. 

Professor Whatmoufrh says his 
new theory is an attempt to explain 
why different types of languages 
— for example, the inflexional type, 
such as Latin or German - are 
produced and maintained by a his- 
torical process of variation. Con- 
trast English with German, or 
Gothic with Sanskrit, he suggests. 

"No language," he points out, 
"uses all possible devices of sound, 
form, arrangement or meaning. 
But each language selects a limited 
number which, helped out by a 
targe (but finite) number of trans- 
formations and combinations of 
these units, satisfies all its needs 
of utterance." 

He adds: " The resulting pattern 
has long been a matter of obser- 
vation; so has historical change in 
language. But there has been no 
satisfactory explanation to account 
for the observed facts. It is evi- 
dent, however, that since language 
is acquired by imitation, which is 
never perfect, change is inevitable." 

Professor Whatmough says it 
has become evident that the his- 
torical changes are kept from being 
random by statistical regularity. 

To explain why this is so, he 
worked out a theory that is based 
on the mathematical theory of 
communication developed by tele- 
phone and other communication 
engineers. 

Starting with George Zipf's 
figures on the frequency of occur- 
rence of language units, he pro- 
duces a statistical account of their 
ordered sequence. His final step is 
a calculus that makes use of classi- 
cal probability. 

Professor Whatmough believes 
his theory to be a more satisfac- 
tory explanation "not only of lin- 
guistic structure at any historic 
stage of a language, but also of 
successive historic developments 
over a long period of time (some 
five or six thousand years of writ- 
ten records!, and perhaps even of 
the evolution of language as a sys- 
tematic symbolism, certainly of the 
origin of language types. 

Returns to Harvard July 16 

Professor Whatmough is teach- 
ing at the Harvard Summer School 
and must return to Cambridge for 
his class in languages on Monday 
morning, July 16.

With about 12,7011 checks put in 
the mail on June 29 to Charles- 
town and Springfield, the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company has started sending back 
nearly $3,900,000 to its customers 
in Massachusetts. About $500,000 
represents Federal excise taxes 
which customers paid on the tele- 
phone charges being refunded by 
order of the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities. 

It will take the next twelve 
weeks at least to issue about 1,400,. 
000 checks to present and former 
customers entitled to refunds, the 
Company estimates. 

Checks will be issued at various 
intervals in groups determined by 
central office telephone number- 
ing. Under these groupings, cus- 
tomers in the same neighborhoods 
of larger cities will receive their 
checks at different times, in some 
cases several weeks apart. Cus- 
tomers in -mailer communities will 
generally receive their checks all 
at one time, although there will be 
many instances where customers 
in adjoining communities will re- 
ceive their checks on different 
dates. 

Refunds are payable to custom- 
ers who had telephone service dur- 
ing all or any part of the period of 
almost two years from May 26, 
1949 through May 22, 1951. As or- 
dered hy the Department of Public 
Utilities, refunds are based on re- 
ductions of 10c, 15c or 20c a month 
in rate levels charged by the Com- 
pany under bond during that peri- 
od for main telephones and private 
branch exchange trunk lines. 

Including the Federal excise 
taxes to be returned, the great 
majority of refunds will run from 
$2.75 t'i $5.50, these being payable 
mostly to customers who had ser- 
vice during the whore refund peri- 
od. Refunds of less than $2.75 will 
in general be payable to customers 
who had service during only a part 
of the i efund period. 

"With the checks being mailed 
Wednesday and with the work on 
other thousands now in progress, 
wo are in the warming-up stage of 
not only a huge job but a very un- 
usual .,ne," K. P. MacPherson, tele- 
phone manager here, said "Within 
a short time, we expect to be send- 
ing out checks at a rate of more 
than 25,000 each working day," he 
added.

The person who has had tuber- 
culosis is aware of the importance 
of a regular check-up with his doc- 
tor, the periodic medical examina- 
tion he gets to make certain he. is 
keeping his regained health. 

But medical check-ups to make 
sure tuberculosis isn't ruining one's 

I health are not only a concern of the 
former patient. Every individual 

' 15 years of age and over, whether 
or not he looks and feels healthy, 
should get a chest X-ray as part 
of his annual physical examination 
to make sure that his lungs are 
sound. 

A person can have tuberculosis 
without knowing it, and without 
, looking or feeling as if he has it. 
For when tuberculosis first strikes, 
it seldom makes itself known with 
obvious symptoms. Hence, a per- 
son unaware that he is ill with 
tuberculosis will unwittingly al- 
low his illness to progress until 
apparent symptoms cause him to 
visit his doctor. These outward 
symptoms rarely appear before the 
disease has reached an advanced 
stage — when tuberculosis is dif- 
ficult to cure. 

But there is a way of detecting 
tuberculosis in an early stage, the 
stage that is easiest to cure. It is 
by means of the chest X-ray which 
can show up evidence of tuber- 
culosis in the lungs in the earliest 
stages. 

A chest X-ray shows one of two 
things. The chest X-ray film will 
be clear, indicating that there is 
no evidence of disease and a per- 
son's lungs are sound. Or, the 
film will show up shadows or sus- 
picious signs, indicating that some- 
thing may be wrong and that fur- 
t h e r investigation is needed. 
Diagnosis of tuberculosis is never 
made on evidence of a chest X-ray- 
alone. Other tests are made he- 
fore final diagnosis. 

One good report on an X ray 
film, however, does not guarantee 
a person against tuberculosis for 
life. We cannot be certain that 
tuberculosis will not strike at a 
later date. That is why your doc- 
tor, your health department, and 
your tuberculosis association urge 
that every adult have a chest X-ray 
at least once a year. 

It is estimated that there are 
about a quarter of a million "un- 

i known" cases of tuberculosis in 
this country — people unknown to 
the health authorities, many of 

i \\ horn do not even know they are 
ill. If every adult had a chest X- 
ray annually, these unknown cases 
would be found and tuberculosis 
would be discovered more often in 
an early stage when it is easiest to 
cure.

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CIVIL DEFENSE 



Hiroshima's atomic bomb killed 70,- 
000. The same type of bomb in a 
daytime explosion over Boston 
could kill 282,120, injure 168,334, 
and leave three square miles of 
seared wreckage. 

Civil defense's job would be to 
bring order out of disorder. 
Two-thirds of the injured 
would need hospital care. Of 
12R.071 escaping injury, many 
would require housing, food, 
clothing, fuel and transporta- 
tion. Three would have to be 
a superhuman effort toward 
resumption of vital production. 
These figures are based by experts 
on the assumption that 876,525 
persons would be within three 
miles of the State House when the 
bomb let go. To arrive at an esti- 
mate in your town, substitute for 
878,525 the number of persons nor- 
mally present, then you can rough- 
ly figure that a third of them would 
die if a bomb hit. 

Program's Birth 
On July 20, last year, Gov. Paul 
A. Dever approved Chapter t!'!9. 
Acts of 1950, calling for creation 
of a civil defense agency to be 
headed by a director. To that posi- 
tion he appointed Commissioner of 
Public Safety John F. Stokes. 
Organization began. It had to con- 
form to the stipulations of the Act 
following as closely as consistent 
the recommendations of the Fed- 
eral Government. It was on three 
levels, state, regional and local, 
with seven divisions at each level. 
The divisions: medical and health, 
rescue — transportation — evacu- 
ation, police, fire, utilities, com- 
munications, and civilian war aid. 
At all levels, according to the 
terms of the Act, maximum use 
was made of existing facilities and 
personnel. Thus, seven state and 
municipal departments were re- 
sponsible for the seven divisions of 
civil defense. 

Leadership and Know-How 
That formed the nucleus of an or- 
ganization. Then, for strength and 
efficiency, the Governor and the 
Director drew upon the supply of 
brainpower with which the Com- 
monwealth abounds. Top experts 
in every conceivable branch of ac- 
tivity wen- called on for advice. 
Their studies have resulted in rec- 
ommendations whose adoption has 
accounted for steady progress to- 
ward the program's goal — co- 
hesion of the integral parts in a 
state-wide plan for action that 
must not fail should need arise for 
its operation. Today, plans for 
civil defense in Massachusetts are 
about complete. The next step is 
up to the people — those who will 
serve in the great civilian army of 
volunteers.

Repeal of the personal property 
tax on furniture and other house- 
hold effects worth more than $1000 
was recommended late Tuesday by 
the joint legislature committee on 
taxation by a vote of 8 to 7. 

Opponents claimed that its adop- 
tion would increase the tax on real 
estate by $2.50 in some of the cities 
and towns of Massachusetts, The 
bill was based on a study which 
disclosed that assessors in many of 
the local communities were ignor- 
ing the personal property tax law.

— which estimates the overall 
figure at nearly 2,400,000,000 — is 
a reminder of the tremendous 
modern progress which has been 
made in the counting of Old 
Mother Earth's children. 

• '••nstis taking of one sort or an- 
other has been going on for liter- 
ally thousands of years, notes the 
National Geographic Society. But 
the current project of the U. N. 
Population Commission is the first 
internationally sponsored attempt 
to cover the globe. 

Even its figures are not expected 
to be complete, of course. A few 
nations, including Russia, are not 
fully cooperating, and the geogra- 
phic isolation of certain regions, as 
well as the resistance of primitive 
and suspicious peoples offer many 
problems. 

Starled in 1917 

On the other hand, much accurate 
and up-to-date information has 
been and is being accumulated. 
Since 1947, when the global under- 
taking was first proposed, both 
regular and special census takers 
have swarmed over metropolitan 
cities and jungles of vast areas of 
the Americas, Europe and Asia. 
Some of the data have come from 
; countries previously reported only 
sketchily. By the end of 19",i, 
I U. N. experts predict, at least 
, three- quarters of the world's popu- 
i lation will have been officially re- 
corded. 

According to the now available 
U. N. statistics, more than a billion 
and a quarter people live in Asia. 
This figure is more than twice that 
! for Europe and nearly four times 
the number of inhabitants of the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Unlike today's census, which has 
come to be valued not only for its 
| own information but also as back- 
: ground for broad social and econ- 
omic studies, the ancient nose 
. counts were chiefly simple guides 
; for purposes of military service or 
labor mobilization. 

Babylonia, Persia, Egypt and 
China all made early population 
tallies, sometimes along with sur- 
veys of land, stock and produce. 
The Old Testament tells how M oses 
took the census of his people in the 
wilderness of Sinai in the second 
year after the Exodus. 

Name From Roman Model 
Christians know Bethlehem as 
the birthplace of Jesus because 
Joseph, a native of the town, had 
returned there with Mary in ac- 
cordance with the Roman' law re- 
quiring citizens to register for the 
census at the place of their birth.

IS QUEBEC CRATER 

METEOR FMC! ANSWER IS 
EXPEDITION'S GOAL 



Toronto geologist Victor Ben 
Meen on July 21 — a year to the 
day after he first set foot on the 
rim of a gigantic crater in Canada's 
sub-Arctic — will return to the re- 
mote site in northwestern Quebec 
to begin a month's probing into the 
mystery of the crater's origin. 

This time Dr. Meen will be lead- 
ing the recently announced Na- 
tional Geographic Society-Toronto 
Royal Ontaria Museum expedition. 
He will have the equipment and the 
scientist-companions to carry out 
projects barely started a year ago 
when the Toronto Museum director 
flew to the crater site for a three- 
day cursory survey with Frederick 
W. Chubb. 

It was Mr. Chubb, a Canadian 
prospector seeking such treasures 
as gold and diamonds, who, in Feb- 
ruary, 1950, first called attention 
to the remarkable lake-filled pock 
in the granite wasteland between 
Hudson and Ungava Bays as if ap- 
peared on aerial photographs. 
News that the Chubb Crater is the 
earth's largest caused by the crash 
of a meteorite — if its meteoritic 
origin can be proved — was flashed 
to the world by Dr. Meen following 
his July visit there last year. 
Not Volcanic nor Glacial 

The 1951 expedition's projects 
should confirm or change Dr. 
Moon's belief that the two-mile- 
wide crater was caused when a big 
meteorite clashed against the earth 
perhaps 30, perhaps 150 centuries 
ago. The belief lacks only proof in 
the form of actual meteorite frag- 
ments, which strangely eluded the 
short but intensive search of a year 
ago. 

Dr. Meen, with his skilled geolo- 
gist's eyes, convinced himself that 
Chubb Crater is not due to vul- 
canism — volcanic action from 
within the earth's crust. Nor, he 
observed, could its tilted cup shape 
— with the rim of its deep basin 
rising 550 feet on the northeast and 
300 feet on the southwest above the 



As our earth speeds along on its 
path around the sun it follows a 
dusty and rocky road, constantly 
colliding with meteors and rocks 
that are flying through space. Most 
of them are quite small and burn to 
nothing as "shooting stars" fired by 
the friction caused by speeding 
through the earth's atmosphere. 

Meteorites have been found 
weighing less than one ounce. The 
largest fragment on public display 
weighs 36% tons. It was brought 
to New York City from Greenland, 
where it was found in 1895 by 
Robert E. Peary, Arctic explorer 
who discovered the North Pole in 
1909.

Census Over Doors 
On the other side of the world, 
the 13th-century traveler, Marco 
Polo, found population data for

his wife, and those of his children 
his slaves, and all the inmates of 
his house and also the number of 
animals that he kept.

It was not, however, until after 
the mid-lfiOO's that modern, all-in- 
clusive census methods began to 
get under way.

Uncle Sam's 1790 census is cred- 
ited with being the first of major 
scale to be gathered by "govern- 
ment employees who went out and 
counted the people." 



surrounding plain — ■ have been 
caused by glacier action. 

Ripples and wrinkles rise 35 to 
50 feet high in the bedrock as much 
as two miles from the crater cen- 
ter and a mile outside the uplifted 
rim. The pattern of granite rock 
splattered in all directions away 
from the center contributes further 
evidence that a colliding meteorite- 
was the cause. 

Meteorite Search Planned 
The project that may quickly 
provide the proof the expedition 
seeks will be a survey with mine 
detectors and magnetometers for 
metallic meteorite fragments. Spe- 
cial attention will be given to the 
region of the high northeast rim, 
since indications are that the mete- 
orite came crashing at an angle 
from the southwest. 

Any buried mass of meteorite 
would thus most likely be revealed 
to the northeast of the crater cen- 
ter. It is possible, however, that 
the meteorite was of stone lacking 
in metallic content and hence un- 
responsive to magnetic research. 

A second project of the scientists 
at the barren sub-Arctie site will 
be to plumb the icy lake at manv 
points, determining the depth of 
the crater; and to make test bor- 
ings into the lake bottom. Another 
project will be a thorough topo- 
graphic survey of the area, accu- 
rately recording dimensions of the 
crater and its rock-strewn, uplifted 
rim; and showing the full pattern 
of ripples, wrinkles, and splattered 
rock. 

Chubb Crater's diameter of 
slightly more than two miles com- 
pares to four-fifths of a mile for 
the Canyon Diablo Crater near 
Winslow, Arizona. The origin of 
the latter is clearly established by 
the abundance of meteorite frag- 
ments in the desert soil. Wolf 
( reek Crater in northwestern Aus- 
tralia, also known to be meteoritic, 
measures a little more than a half 
mile across. 

Chubb Crater, if proved meteor- 
itic, will be the first such found on 
earth larger than the smallest of 
many craters noted on the surface 
of the moon. Moon craters, whether 
volcanic or meteoritic, range up to 
140 miles in diameter. Dr. Meen 
estimates that the crash-explosion 
that gouged out Chubb Crater may- 
have displaced more than five bif- 
lion tons of granite rock. 



Kaesong, the site accepted for 
truce talks between UN and Red 
Chinese-Korean leaders, is in line 
to pick up again a long lost his- 
toric spotlight. 

Although left behind in modern 
times by many faster growing and 
developing Korean cities, Kaesong 
was once the center of Korean 
power and culture, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 

The town was made the capital 
of the Koryo, or Wang, dynasty in 
the early 900's A. I)., and as such 
J was the focal point for the first 
centralized control extended over 
the peninsula. Kaesong maintain- 
ed its position for nearly 500 years, 
and after its fall the dynasty name 
was carried on in the name "Ko- 
rea." 

Meanwhile, toward the end of the 
weakening Koryo reign, numerous 
invasions by Mongols from the 
north had brought about foreign 
domination of the entire country 
for the first time. With the retire- 
ment of the Golden Horde and the 
rise of the new Yi dynastv, the 
capital, in 1392, was moved to 
Seoul. 

Loses, Regains Name 

Kaesong, the Korean form of the 
word, has various other designa- 
tions and spellings. From Taejoo 
it first became Kaesong in 921; 
then Songdo in 1394, and back to 
Kaesong in 1896. 

Kaijo, as the Japanese called the 
city during their period of control 
between 1910 and 1945, is translat- 
ed as "the opening of the castle or 
fortress." Kaijo should not be con- 
fused with Keijo, the Japanese 
word for "capital" and applied to 
Seoul. 

The old walled city of Kaesong, 
now reported in ruins, has often 
been described as medieval. Con- 
servative in character, it clung to 
ancient customs, to the national 
dress of billowing white, and cu- 
riously shaped and colored hats, 
including yellow ones for boy 
bridegrooms. 

The people of Kaesong were well 
known for their anti-Japanese sen- 
timents, and the city contained 
fewer Japanese residents than anv 
other important Korean settlement. 
One result of the hostility was the 
isolation of the Japanese section of 
town that grew up around the sub- 
urban railroad station. 

Important Ginseng Producer 

Commercially, Kaesong has been 
important for the weaving of 
coarse cotton cloth, as well as for 
the making of crude pottery and 
earthenware. The city, which is 
just south of the 38th parallel, 
about 50 road miles northwest of 
Seoul, is also in normal times a 
popular market place for produce 
of near-by fertile valleys. 

One of Kaesong's principal of- 
ferings has been the medicinal herb 
ginsong, prized in the Orient for 
magical strengthening and curative 
powers. Carefully cultivated, this 
crop has had a value estimated at 
times close to $1,000,000 a year. 

In 1930, Kaesong's population 
was registered at 49,520, and in 
1940, at 72,002. While this repre- 
sented an increase of about 45 per 
cent, it is far less than that counted 
for other Korean cities, such as 
Seoul, 137 per cent rise, and Chong- 
jin, 450 per cent. 

Kaesong is situated about a third 
of the way along the railroad that 
runs between Seoul and the North 
Korean capital of Pyongyang. It 
is surrounded by granite hills which 
supplied much of the stone for 
necessary railway tunnels. Villages 
dot the neighboring valleys, splash- 
ed in season with colorful wild 
iris.

Maureen has plans to visit Dub- 
lin and make a recording there, 
and she is also listed to sing at two 
chapels while in Ireland. 

Before returning home they will 
go to England to visit Mr. Cullen's 
sister, and from there they will re- 
turn home. 



The Winchester Art Association 
owes its summer exhibition to the 
generosity of the Vose Galleries 
who have lent the paintings con- 
tained in it. The Galleries, in mak- 
ing the selection, must surely have 
had in mind the many Winchester- 
ites who, willy-nilly, are spending 
the summer here. We appreciate 
the calm comfort of a summer in 
Winchester, rejoice that we are not 
faced with the upheaval involved 
in a removal from town to country 
but long, perhaps, for glimpses of 
the wide open spaces and that, with 
one exception, is what the paint- 
ings offer — vistas of forest and 
land and sea, and in the most 
pleasant surroundings. It is very 
relaxing and refreshing just to 
spend a few minutes in the Art 
Gallery at the Winchester Public 
Library. Its chairs have been 
freshly upholstered and the warm 
hollyhock red of the seats com- 
plements well the cool pale green 
ef the walls. 

There are more paintings by 
Charles Curtis Allen in the collec- 
tion than by any other single artist 
and his subjects include farm and 
farmland scenes, Maine coastal 
scenes and one or two forest works. 

Dodge MacKnight has a decep- 
tively simple treatment of pink 
sands and translucent dimpling 
wavelets. George Browne and 
Frank Vining Smith both offer bird 
paintings, Ann Peterson has an in- 
teresting treatment of a cove, the 
shoreline and trees being almosl 
black in contrast with the light 
sunny waters. 

J. Fitzgerald, J. Wingate Pan. 
George Hallowell, A. V. Churchill, 
and Karl Oberteuffer each have 
something to offer. One observer, 
who is, however, an ignorant land- 
lubber, wondered what the phan- 
tom-like sail, rising shipless from 
the sea in Oberteuffer's 'Yacht 
Club' signified. 

If, however, the art devotee is 
temporarily soured on Nature and 
the pursuit of natural beauty, due 
largely to the lack of cooperation 
on the part of Nature herself, 
there is still something to solace 
and amuse, Mr. Charles Ma- 
honey's "The Jolly MacGregor.' If 
the portrait is a true indication of 
character, there is a man whom 
neither (bought nor sun burn nor 
Japanese Beetles could discourage. 
In fact, one might hazard the 
opinion that there is a man who 
would never voluntarily waste 
even a single thought on Nature. 



Paintings have, of course, an 
individual appeal. This observer 
picked out three and in this in- 
stance the choice did not depend on 
the criterion that the works were 
necessarily what he would want in 
his own home. 

Laurence Sisson's 'Sunset After 
Storm', a rough coastal scene 
stands out both because of the 
violent colouis and the vigorous 
treatment. Sisson, by the way, did 
the March cover for 'Fortune.' 

One is attracted to Churchill's 
'The old Port,' first because of its 
unusual turquoise, cobalt blue and 
bronze tones and second because 
what seems to be rather a cluttered 
treatment resolves itself on inspec- 
tion into a work having both depth 
and detail. 

And John Wheat's hamlet scene, 
'The Three Wise Men,' done in 
Casien Medium, stands out as clear- 
ly and seems as dated as the 
cameos which so delighted our 
grandparents. The title is delight- 
fully apt and very misleading. 

Some of these paintings will be 
exchanged for others during the 
summer months so that the exhibi- 
tion will offer new and fresh in- 
terest. It is one which both mem- 
bers and non-members of the Win- 
chester Art Association can enjoy.

GOVERNOR DEYER SIGNS LAND TRANSFER 

ACT FOR THE M. T. A. TERMINAL 



Governor Paul A. Devcr and Representative Henry A. Keenan 



The above is a picture of Paul A. Dever signing an art, now Chap- 
ter 401, which transfers approximately fifty-two (52) acres of land 
from the Metropolitan District Commission to the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority. Said land to be used for a M. T. A. terminal as soon as 
study and estimates have been completed. The land is located in Cam- 
bridge, Arlington and Belmont, just oft' the Concord Turnpike in the 
rear of the Bowladrome. This is one of the many acts signed by the 
Governor last week that vitally affects the Greater Boston area, especial- 
ly the Mystic Valley Parkway and Alewife Brook Parkway sections. 

Chapter 30 calls for a study for the extension of the Mystic Valley 
Parkway on the east side of the Mystic River from the present Mystic 
Valley Parkway to the Alewife Brook Parkway, eliminating the neces- 
sity of traffic doubling back into Arlington coming down from Win- 
chester and W'uburn and points beyond. 

Chapter 31 calls for a study of rerouting Route f>0, which passes 
through Arlington Center and Medford Square, to relieve traffic con- 
gestion in those areas. Mechanical counters have already been installed 
on this Route to make a traffic count now before new Route 128 is | 
opened. After the official opening of Route 128, other traffic counts 
will be made to determine its effect. 

Another act, Chapter 22, calls for a study and further investigation 
for the construction of municipal incinerators in the Metropolitan area. 

The above legislation has been sponsored by Representative Keenan 
of Arlington since he became a member of the Legislature.

' non street is observing on August 
1 the fortieth anniversary of the 
establishment of a successful busi- 
ness in Winchester, 

It was forty years ago that the 
late Philip Chitel. founder of the 
business came to Winchester and 
established himself as a merchant 
tailor in a small shop on Water- 
field road at the corner of Thomp- 
son street, occupying a part of the 
building w hich now houses the Ver- 
non Shoe Clinic. He had learned 
the tailoring trade as an apprentice 
in shops in and around Odessa in 
Russia, and after coming to this 
country was a foreman in the 
tailoring shops of Maculler, Par- 
ker & Williams, now Rogers Peet, 
in Boston. 

For some time, after coming to ! 
Winchester Mr. Chitel was strictly 
a merchant tailor. He made suit's 
to measure, and did the usual alter- 
ations, repairs, cleansing and press- 
ing that all tailors did in those 
days. 

From Watertield road he moved 
to Main street at Converse Place, 
and it was while in that location, 
in the late twenties, that he added 
ready-to-wear clothing to his busi- 
ness. He did well with his new- 
venture and when he moved across 
the street to the old building that 
was replaced by the Locatelli 
- sell ready- 
made clothes for men, though he 
also did a very successful custom 
tailoring business, numbering many 
of the town's prominent residents 
among his customers. 

At the time the new Locatelli 
Building was erected Mr. Chitel 
moved his shop to fi Mt. Vernon 
street, and it was after he became 
established at this location that he 
added haberdashery, for men, and 
later boys, to his stocks. 

Largely through the influence of 
Mr. Glutei's son. Jack, present 
owner of the business, the haber- 
dashery department grew and 
prospered until today it ranks in 
importance with the original cloth- 
ing end of the business. 

Jack started helping his father 
in the store back in his davs at 
Winchestei' High. He was born in 
Winchester and graduated from 
high school here in the class of 
1985, going to Boston University 
to graduate from the college o't 
Business Administration. He con- 
tinued to work with his father 
while in college and after his grad- 
j nation he was at the shop until he 
I entered the army during World 
Wai il.

dicate that sufficient funds were on 
hand to take (are of this situation 
and still leave enough for normal 
operations. 

The Building Committee with it- 
architect have carefully considered 
the matter of extras and other un- 
foreseen expenses and now feel 
that a maximum of $7,000 addi- 
tional should be ample to complete 
their project. 

With all these facts in mind, the 
Finance Committee voted to appr o- 
priate $8,000 from the Reserve 
Fund to permit immediate com- 
mencement of construction. It is 
to be clearly understood that the 
next annual Town Meeting will be 
asked to appropriate a sum of ap- 
proximately $7,000 to cover ex- 
penses not now foreseen. This 
means that the Building Committee 
will have a total excess over- its 
appropriation of slightly more than 
0 per cent which is unfortunate but 
in view of present conditions un- 
derstandable. 

It is the hope of the Finance 
Committee that future building 
committees will not be tempted to 
underestimate costs, but rather to 
exercise even more care in request* 
ing appropriations. It is also the 
Finance Committee's hope that the 
citizens of Winchester will agree 
that this action does not constitute 
a presumption of authority but 
lather a constructive effort to help 
the George Washington School Ad- 
dition Building Committee to build 
a badly needed school at the lowest 
cost to the taxpayers.

The Finance Committee has In en 
requested to make an unusual ap- 
propriation from the Reserve Fund 
to enable the George Washington 
School Addition Building Commit- 
tee to proceed with its plans fur 
construction. 

A brief summary of the pertinent 
facts indicates that the Building 
Committee was probably over- 
zealous in its efforts to keep at a 
minimum the cost estimates on 
which the appropriation request 
was based. Some fairly extensive 
changes in specifications were made 
subsequent to the preparation of 
the estimates. Wage increases in 
the building trades, and price in- 
creases of materials were in excess 
of what was foreseen. As a result 
when bids were opened on July 
thirteenth, the low bid of $259,000

a visitor's opinion of local things 
and we were especially interested 
in the reaction of a South American 
engineer, who has been in Win- 
chester for the past month, in the 
plan to eliminate our grade cross- 
ing by raising the railroad tracks 
through town.

Noise and dirt from the overhead 
trains were other items that oc- 
cur red to him at once, together with 
the long period of confusion that 
will accompany the installation job. 
As a matter of fact his thinking 
parallelled that of the Star pretty 
closely, as you may have gathered 
from a perusal of the above. 



A- a result of last Sunday's fatal

and State Police to enforce the new cost of fees and equipment not 
traffic speed laws. specified in the contract. 

Three courses of action appeared 
possible. The Building Committee 
could abandon its program and re- 
quest a revised appropriation at the 
next annual Town Meeting, it could 
request a special Town Meeting to 
ask for a supplementary appropria- 
tion or it could revise its specifica- 
tions to reduce the deficit to the 
point where an appropriation from 
the Reserve Fund by the Finance 
Committee would enable them to 
proceed at once. The Building 
Committee elected the last alter- 
native. It felt the needs for two 
additional classrooms this fall and 
more next fall, made delay most 
undesirable. Further, a National 
Production Authority permit 
granted June twenty-fifth subject 
to commencement of construction 
within 60 days might not be avail- 
able some months hence. Steel and 
certain other strategic materials 
now on band for civilian use might 
well be unavailable later if con- 
templated restrictions become ef- 
fective. The bids received appear- 
ed representative and the prices 
favorable, but are only effective 
until August thirteenth. Delay 
could well result in less favorable 
prices. There also appeared to be 
some feeling that it would be diffi- 
cult to obtain a representative 
Town Meeting attendance in 
August. 

Accordingly the Building Com- 
mittee negotiated with the low 
bidder on the basis of some revision 
of specifications. As a result they 
obtained a revised bid of $229,820 
w hich leaves a deficit of $8,000. A 
request was made to the Finance 
Committee for an appropriation 
from the Reserve Fund in the 
amount of $8,000. 

The Finance Committee in con- 
sidering this question has been 
mindful of several serious objec- 
tions to this action. (1) A prece- 
dent would be created which might 
tend to encourage other building 
committees to minimize their es- 
timates to make their plans as "at- 
tractive" as possible to the Town 
Meeting. (2 1 There would appear- 
to be some question of the pro- 
priety of the Finance Committee 
assuming a responsibility normally 
reserved to the Town Meeting. 
• oi While the amount of $8,000 is 
immediately under consideration, 
the Finance Committee would be 
committing the Town Meeting to 
the appropriation of some addi- 
tional unknown sum to cover- 
inevitable extras and contingent 
expenses bound to occur. (4» The 
appropriation of a sum this large 
from the Reserve Fund could im- 
pair the Finance Committee's abil- 
ity to cope with the more normal 
type of emergencies contemplated 
in the creation of the fund. 

On the other hand, the Finance 
Committee considered the reasons 
advanced by the Building Commit- 
tee, mentioned above, to have real 
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Looking over the old Star tiles 
to secure items for our popular 
"Days of Yore" column can be quite 
interesting in many ways. We 
were especially impressed this 
week, for instance, to read of a 
drunk being fined $50 in the Wo- 
burn court for using bad language 
and disturbing the peace of pas- 
sengers on a North Woburn-bound 
trolley. In another issue we recall 
reading of fines of $35 and $5 being 
levied with court costs on a Win- 
chester man who was creating a 
disturbance near Wedgemere while 
intoxicated. When you contrast 
this treatment with present-day 
disposal of drunkenness cases, in 
practically all courts, it isn't too 
difficult to understand some of the 
verdicts being handed down for 
much more serious offenses. Ap- 
parently laws were much more 
enforced 50 years ago than they 
are now, and penalties for law in- 
fractions were much more severe. 
This may have been due to the fact 
that in the old days people gener- 
ally expected laws to be enforced, 
and were themselves much more 
law abiding than is the case today. 
Nowadays altogether- too many are 
shading the law themselves where- 
ever they think it is safe to do 
much of anything but express a 
good natured tolerance for those 
who are not so fortunate in their 
attempts to evade the statutes. 
Public apathy is at the bottom of 
much of the rottenness that is com- 
ing to light at all levels of our 
society. Most transgressors would 
think twice if they knew strict 
punishment would follow their mis- 
deeds, and that the public would 
insist on that punishment being 
meted out. Contrast a $50 tine for 
disturbing people on an electric 
car with the handling of present- 
day offenders against society, even 
criminals with long records." There 
wasn't as much sympathy shown 
tin malefactor fifty years ago.

Suntan Without Sunburn 



We are now in the midst of the 
sunbathing season and, weather 
permitting, beaches, lawns and 
parks are dotted during daytime 
hours with people trying to "soak 
up a little Vitamin D." 

The truth is, we are not much 
concerned with healthful benefits 
as we bask in the sun. Most of us 
feel that a tan or even a "glow" on 
the skin is becoming to us and 
makes us look healthier. 

Sunbathing is beneficial to the 
average person — if it is done 
gradually and proper precautions 
are taken. But bad sunburn is 
neither attractive nor healthy. 
While overexposure to the sun is 
seldom a direct cause to death, it 
can be dangerous because it can 
cause skin infection and strain on 
the heart and blood vessels. 

The person who wants an at- 
tractive tan without going through 
a painful sunburn stage should get 
to know his own type of skin, how 
sensitive it is, whether or not it 
burns easily. Blondes or red-heads 
with fair skin are ordinarily more 
sensitive to the sun than brunettes. 
Even so, a person's dark coloring is 
no guarantee against sunburn. 
Skins vary widely in their sensi- 
tivity to the sun's rays and every- 
one should get to know just how 
much sun his skin can take. 

There are a few precautions on 
sunbathing which apply to every- 
one. 

Regardless o f coloring, one 
should always acquire a tan slowly 
and gradually. Ten minutes, or 
fifteen at the most, are sufficient 
for the first day's sun bath. Each 
day following, the exposure time 
can be lengthened by about fifteen 
minutes until a protective tan is 
acquired. 

It is a good idea for all sun- 
bathers to "stay out of the noon- 
day sun." Burning is more likely 
when the sun is directly overhead 
and its rays are short and direct. 
On the beach, the noon sun is es- 
pecially hazardous with the added 
reflected glare from the sand and 
water. 

If one of the many suntan pre- 
parations on the market today is 
used, it should be remembered that 
the best preparations can give only 
partial protection from the sun, so 
it is wise to keep watching the 
clock whether or not a person is 
covered with lotion, oil, or cream. 
An obvious but dependable safe- 
guard against sunburn is getting 
out of the sun before one gets too 
hot or too red.

Valia Dowries Struck by Motorcycle 
on Cambridge Street 



Little Valia Patrice Dowries, 
four-year-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Philip Godfrey Dowries of 18 
Oneida road, was struck by a 
motorcycle and fatally injured 
while attempting to cross Cam- 
bridge street opposite Swan road 
shortly before noontime last Sun- 
day.

Nordbloom was headed north on 
Cambridge street at the time of the 
accident. He told the police he saw 
little Valia on the easterly side- 
walk of the street as he approached 
and that he was unable to avoid 
her when she turned into the street. 

Shortly before the accident the 
little girl had been playing with 
her cousin, Rickey Downes, 2 at the 
home of their grandmother, Mrs. 
Mary E. Downes, 84 Cambridge 
street. They were last seen in the 
yard of Mrs. Downes' home about 
five minutes before the fatality. 
Mrs. Downes accompanied her 
grandchild to the hospital in the 
ambulance.

GIVE GENEROUSLY 

J Because the cost of rehabilitation 
in the flood torn area of Kansas and 
Missouri will exceed all available 
resources for Bed Cross disaster 
relief, the Town of Winchester has 
been asked to raise $1200. imme- 
diately to help provide emergency 
care, rescue and medical needs for 
the 1811,188 persons disrupted by 
the history-making flood. 

Many thousands of Bed Cross vol- 
unteers have worked day and nijrht 
to relieve the suffering of flood vic- 
tims. 179 trained disaster workers 
have been dispatched into the flood 
area to aid the volunteers. Maxi- 
mum coordination has been achiev- 
ed between the Red Cross, Army 
Air Force, Coast Guard and Army 
Engineers, with other federal, state, 
and local agencies.

Japan and in this coun- 
try for our servicemen lighting in 
that area is graphically described 
in a letter sent to a Chaptei by a 
soldier. Pfc. Car! W. Boulier, 
of HoultoR, Maine, who was wound- 
ed in action in North Korea, 

His letter, which follows, has 
given impetus to volunteer workers. 

"I was wounded m the arm and 
leg on November 5, 1950, some- 
where in the eastern sector of 
Korea. After I got otr the hill I was 
taken by ambulance to the North 
Korean capital, where I wag taken 
to what was called a hospital, an 
old school house. I was bandaged 
up and given four or five quarts of 
blood transfusions. I stayed there 
around five or six days. Then I was 
flown back to an army hospital in 
Japan. The blood I got through the 
Red Cross saved my life. 

"I am now in Walter Reed Hos- 
pital, Washington. The Red Cross 
women there look after us as if we 
were their sons. T.iey put on shows 
for us and they are all pretty swell. 
They always have a big smile on ' 
their faces. I would hate to see us 
guys try to get along without the 
Red Cross".

WINCHESTER GENERAL 

HEADS TRAINING DIVISION 



Under the watchful eyes of Reg- 
ular Army Inspectors, Massachu- 
setts' 94th Infantry Division, com- 
manded by Brig Gen. Ralph A. Pal- 
ladino, of 19 North Gateway 
wound up its first week of intensive 
field training at Pine Camp. X. Y., 
last Sunday. 

Reflecting the present world 
situation, the Division, now four 
times stronger than at any other 
time since World War II. is train- 
ing 3,000 officers and men from all 
sections of the Bay State. 

During the past three years, the 
Division has trained at Camp Ed- 
wards. The present tour of duty 
at SpacioUs Pine Camp is the unit's 
first out-of-state encampment. 

Training during the first half of 
the two-week program was con- 
ducted by individual units of the 
94th. An essential part of the 
training was range tiring of the 
M-l rifle and carbine. 

Infantry units engaged in firing 
these weapons included the 301st 
and 302nd Regiments. The service 
ami armored units also had their 
first shot at these weapons. Among 
the units were: Headquarters and 
Headquarters Company; Militarv 
Police Company; "94th Ordnance 
Company; 319th Engineers Batta- 
lion .•119th Medical Battalion; 94th 
Recon. Company; and the 391th 
1 anl< Battalion. 

- The heavy mobile firepower of 
the division, represented hv the 
94th Recon. Co. and the 394th Tank 
Battalion, conducted firing of tank- 
mounted 75mm and 37mm guns on 
the tank range. 

In between range firing and 
training, units conducted field 
training in such subjects as cover 
and concealment, night movement, 
individual and unit tactics, and field 
fortifications. Specialists' schools 
covering the technical aspects of in- 
fantry training were conducted 
out-of-doors for certain personnel. 

The 370th Inf. Reg., operating 
as a basing training unit, is con- 
ducting a rigorous training 
schedule for 1,000 recently-enlisted 
members of the division. These 
fledgling soldiers "hit the deck" at 
5:20 a. m. They start off the train- 
ing day with close order drill and 
physical training. Other basic 

subjects covered during the first 
Week included rifle marksmanship 
with the M-l nit,., hand grenade 
training, scouting and patroling, 
tent pitching and map reading in 
the field, 

In civilian life, the week-end 
usually constitutes a "break" pe- 
riod. Under the rigid basic train- 
ing schedule, however, these enlis- 
tees were on the rifle range part of 
the time, applying knowledge ac- 
quired. 

Although a few aching arms and 
ami legs were reported the first few 
days, these trainees are now in the 
full swing of things. 

The 94th Division Artillery, com- 
manded by Brig. Gen. Robert C. 
Dean, of Wellesley, completed an 
active week of training, including 
firing of the carbines and pistols. 
Units of "Div Arty" (Division Ar- 
tillery), which include the 301st 
FA Bn„ 3156th FA Bn., 390 FA Bn., 1 
and Headquarters and Headquar- ! 
tors Battery, also fired the 105mm 
and 155 mm howitzers. The 494th 
AAA AW Bn., which acts as the 
division's anti-aircraft cover, en- 
gaged ground and aerial targets 
wi'h 4*imm rapid-firing guns and 
.51) cal. quadruple-mounted machine 
guns. 

With the first week of training 
under their belts, Division members 
are looking forward to a second 
week of even more intensive foot- 
soldicring. The real test of the 
preparatory training for the 91th 
will come on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day of this week. A field exercise, 
including a night march, bivouac 
command post exercise and actual 
tactical maneuvering, will be con- 
ducted. 

This annual summer encampment 
for the 94th Division will end Sat- 
urday, August 4. with the various 
members returning to their homes 
— - each a better soldier.

Curing All the Way 




i tihcrculosis is a serious, chronic 
disease which demands complete 
rest and good hospital care — 
usually many months of it — be- 
fore victory over the disease is 
achieved. 

There is no "half cure" or even 
a "three-quarters cure" of tuber- 
culosis. A patient's disease is 
either fully arrested, or he is still 
ill with tuberculosis. 

When a patient leaves the tuber- 
culosis hospital with a medical dis- 
charge, it means that the doctor 
knows it is safe for the patient to 
to live and associate with him. 

But there are some people who 
become Impatient and leave the 
tuberculosis hospital before they 
are completely cured. The patient 
who interrupts his treatment in 
this way does himself serious 
harm. By leaving the hospital too 
soon, a patient can aggravate his 
illness and usually returns later to 
the hospital with more serious 
disease than the first time. 

A tuberculous patient may give 
any number of excuses for leaving 
before the doc'or says it is safe 
for him to do so. He may give 
reasons of restlessness, discourage- 
ment over his illness, lonesomeness 
or concern for his family, or a 
combination of some of these. 

The patient can and should talk 
over his misgivings and fears with 
the doctor who can give him sound 
guidance and help him secure the 
mental relaxation necessary to his 
cure. In addition, where unrest is 
due to worry over the family, there 
may be specially trained persons 
at the hospital who are qualified to 
give the patient assistance and 
guidance to put his mind at ease. 

The tuberculous patient who 
sticks with his treatment and stays 
in the hospital for as long as the 
doctor says is necessary can be- 
come a useful, active member of the 
community once again after his 
medical discharge. 

We have all heard that "some 
things can't be hurried." The cure 
of tuberculosis is one of those 
things. Time and patience are 
necessary part of the treatment

Various writers have cited 
sources to prove that the foregoing 
association of names, places, dates, 
and implications is wholly incor- 
rect. Columbus, it seems, is at once 
the Western World's best and least 
known historical figure. 

Historians in general, however, 
give this statement strong support 
: in all its parts. Spain it was that 
| gave the Discoverer his chance, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety, but Genoans are entitled to 
: feel local-boy makes-good pride, 
and to choose their city and this 
year to celebrate the 500th anni- 
versary of his birth. 

To Genoa's Palazzo San Giorgio 
( St. George's Palace), where mod- 
ern banking was born early in 
Columbus' century, the city's Inter- 
I national Columbian Exhibition will 
draw tourist hordes this summer. 
Thousands of Americans will view 
the display, now halt' way through 
jits one-year stand from Columbus 
Day 1950 to the same October li'th 
; holiday in 1051. 

Mystery Man 
Government and private collec- 
tors in Italy, Spain. America, and 
elsewhere have supplied Colum- 
biana for the commemoration. Four 
halls in the Palace hold four classes 
of exhibit material — relics of 
Columbus' life and times, docu- 
ments and papers as gathered for 
the 1892 fourth-centenary, Colum- 
bian subjects by Genoese fresco 
painters, evidences of America's 
pre-Columbian times. 

Among Spanish contributions is 
an autographed sketch of the north 
coast of Haiti, perhaps the only 
map by Columbus that has sur- 
vived The U, S. Library of Con- 
gress has supplied reproductions 
of rare letters dated 1 fill 1-2 de- 
scribing the Genoan's first three 
voyages.

Like Victoria Falls, Iguassu is 
wider and higher than Niagara and 
has a greater water volume in the 
local rainy season.

Differing further from Niagara, 
Iguassu has a number of wooded 
islands on its brink to break the 
waters into separate fulls. This is 
also true of Victoria. Both drop 
from an escarpment sufficiently flat 
so that in the dry season canoes 
may safely ply still waters just 
above their falls. Both rivers rage 
and churn furiously in a deeper, 
narrower gorge than Niagara's be- 
low their falls. 

IguassU's curving brink measure?

toria and a half-mile for Niagara. 
Projecting ledges break most of 
Iguassu's 210-foot average drop in- 
to two leaps of a little more than 
lid) feet each.

McGrew. The "Klondike Nugget" 
has one more ghostly headline to 
sell. Canada is moving the capital 
of Yukon Territory from Dawson 
to Whitohorse. 

In the Yukon's gold-plated past, 
the National Geographic Society 
observes, such an announcement in 
the Canadian Hons., of Commons 
would have been heresy. Dawson 
had 30,00(1 hopeful adventurers 
camped on the corner of the Klon- 
dike and Yukon at the turn of the 
century. It was a capital known 
around the world. Whitehorse was 
a mere tent town halfway to 
wealth. 

When the news of the change in 
the capital came this spring, how- 
ever, the pages were long closed 
on one of the wildest chapters in 
the history of gold. The dollar-a- 
copy "Nugget" is published no 
more in the land "where the moun- 
tains aie nameless, and the rivers 
all run God knows where." The 
(lay of Dan .McGrew, hero of Robert 
Service's epic barroom brawl, is as 
(load as the sagging shell of The 
Store that Sells Most Everything. 

Whitehorse, a pioneer town 
known to thousands of American 
GI's, is today's booming crossroads 
on a new Yukon Trail. 

Huge overland buses and cargo 
trucks now roar the year around 
into Whitehorse, midway on the 
Alaska Highway. The White Pass 
and Yukon Railway chugs in from 
Skagway, with its deep-water 
wharfs on the Inland Passage. 
Transcontinental planes land at the 
busy ail port on the bulldozed bench 
above the town, and bush pilots 
take oil' for the remotest corners 
of Yukon and Alaska. 

Only the wood-burning stern- 
wbeelers, not waiting for the ice 
to gn nut (,n the Lewes River, re- 
mind Whitehorse of the years when 
"cheechakos" by the thousands 
truggled over Chilkoot and 
'asses, whipsawed crude scow 
of virgin spruce at the ghost town 
of Bennett, and ran the man-killing 
rapids below Miles Canyon, where 
•lack London once was a pilot on 
the river road to the Klondike. 

Whitehorse residents remember' 
far more vividly lit 12. the fantastic ! 
year when homesick, mosquito- 
slapping American engineers claw- 
ed their way through unmapped 
wilderness with giant bulldozers, 
and built a 1,523-mile road to 
Alaska in a single summer. 

Whitehorse has felt the loss of 

the war-built Canol oil refinery. In 
1944, a four-inch pipeline snaked 
across the wild Mackenzie Moun- 
tains from Noiman Wells far to the 
north. The Whitehorse refinery 
red gasoline all up and down "The 
Load" to airports along the vital 
Northwest Staging Route to 
Alaska, path of lend-lease planes 
on their way to Lussia. 

After the war, cheaper ocean 
transport forced the Canol project 
to close, and in 11348 the refinery 
was dismantled and moved by truck 
and railroad 1*400 miles southwest 
to Edmonton, capital of Alberta. 

But tourist traffic and Alaska- I 
bound freight kept mounting on ! 
the all-weather, gravel highway, 
and Whitehorse kept growing. In 
February of 1950, in a roar of air- 
craft, "Exercise Sweetbriar" des- 
cended briefly on the town, as U. S. 
and Canadian troops held joint 
cold-weather maneuvers along the 
Alaska Highway. 

Whitehorse talks about the rich 
copper deposits spotted through the 
surrounding hills, which were tap- 
ped only for a decade in the early 
1900's. It talks about the silver- 
lead mines at Mayo in the heart of 
the Yukon, the electric-powered 
gold dredges still working the 
Klondike's $200,000,000 creeks, the 
iron and coal that lies untouched 
beneath the territory's timbered 
mountain slopes, the rich farming 
soil of its river valleys. 

The Yukon, its people say em- 
phatically, did not die with Dan- 
gerous Dan McGrew.

Mrs. Abigail Elizabeth Hall, wi- 
dow of Alfred S. Hall, second may- 
or of Revere, died Friday, July 27, 
at the Chelsea Memorial Hospital 
after several months illness. The 
local significance of her passing 
is her relationship to the Rev. 
Zechariah Symmes, one of Win- 
chester's pioneer settlers back in 
earliest Colonial days. 

Mrs. Hall was born in Winches- 
ter August 2, 1862, daughter of 
Marshall and Abigail (Stowell) 
Symmes. She was born in the 
house at Symmes Corner, previous- 
ly owned and occupied by Governor 
John Brooks, and removed to make 
way for the Symmes dwelling now 
occupied by Mr. Russell Symmes, 
located on Main street at Everell 
road. 

Both Mrs. Hall and her father 
were direct descendents of the 
Rev. Zechariah Symmes who came 
from England to Charlestown Sept. 
18, 1634, with his wife and seven 
children, and who is the ancestor 
of most of the Symmes family in 
America. 

The Reverend Zechariah was 
given by Charlestown a large par- 
cel of land from a much larger 
tract sold to Charlestown by the 
Squa Sachem, widow of Nanepa- 
shemit, who was chief of an Indian 
tribe living on much of the land 
that is now Winchester. The 
Symmes grant extended from the 
west side of Mystic Lake through 
Racon's Pond and up onto the hill 
al iove Main street in the location 
of the present Symmes bain and 
Allen and Pierrepont roads, and 
included what is now known as 
Symmes Coiner. 

Mrs. Hall was the last of the 
Marshall Symmes children, the oth- 
ers being the late Samuel S. 
Symmes, widely known as an au- 
thority on old Winchester; Walter 
and Fred Symmes, Miss Anna 
Symmes and Mrs. Ella L. Russell. 
She grew up in Winchester, attend- 
ing the Winchester schools and 
graduating from Winchester High 
School. On Jan. 9, 1899, she and 
Mr. Hall were married at her fath- 
er's home at a largely attended 
ceremony performed by the Rev. 
Cary S. Abbott, a Unitarian cler- 
gyman from Revere. 

Following her marriage Mrs. 
Hall and her husband took up Re- 
sidence in Revere, both being prom- 
inent in the civic, social and re- 
ligious life of the city. Mr. Hall's 
family were pioneer settlers in Re- 
vere and he served the city as its 
second mayor during the" World 
War I years of 1910 and 1917. The 
late home is at Hall's Corner off 
Maiden street. 

Mrs. Hall was very active in 
Revere Red Cross work during 
World War I, serving as the first 
president of the Revere Red Cross 
Chapter. She was a charter mem- 
ber of the Revere Woman's Club, 
one of the oldest organizations in 
the city. 

She leaves two sons, Stephen 0. 
Hall of Revere and Alfred S. Hali 
of Burlington; two daughters, Mrs 
Fleanoro H. Fletcher of Revere and 
Woodstock, N. H„ and Miss Ger- 
trude E. Hall of Cleveland, Ohio; 
also six grandchildren and eleven 
great-grandchildren. 

Funeral services were held on

I want to correct an erroneous

Among the best-fed people in the 
world, the average American eats 
. bout MS pounds of red meat a 
year, says the National Geographic 
Society, If he is in uniform, he 
nay expect nearly four-fifths of a 
pound a day, or 2S8 pounds a year, 
lie wants, and gets, about half"of it 
in beef, 4tl per cent in pork, and the 
rest in lamb and mutton. 

Thus, anything that affects meat 
supply — as is indicated by the 
present controversy over price con- 
trols — touches the U. S. citizen in 
Mich vital spots as his health and 
habits, palate and pocketbook.

GLOBE IN 75-YEAR EXPANSION 

Seventy-five years ago a voting 
inventor still in his 20's stretched 
a piece of stovepipe wire along 
(arm fences near Hrantford, <>n- 
tai io, thus setting the stage for the 
first long-distance telephone call. 

Today that wire has unrolled 
over nearly 28,000,000 miles of the 
I'nited States and countless leagues 
in foreign lands, to bridge distance 
and bring together the voices of 
men, says the National Geographic 
■Society. 

The anniversary of Alexander 
Graham Hell's fust two-way long- 
distance conversation — between 
Hrantford and Paris, Ontario, eight 
■niles away - will be celebrated on 
\ugust loth in Hrantford. At 
ommcmorative ceremonies the 
"Telephone City" will hear again 
the story of the invention that 
brought it fame. 

Alexander Melville Bell — the in- 
ventor's father — was a noted mas- 
ter of elocution in Hngiand and 
Scotland, where he devised a sys- 
tem of translating audible sounds 
into "visible" speech by letters 
Which were diagrams of the posi- 
tions, and motions of the voice 
organ. He was also an anxious 
parent, concerned over the health 
of his son, Alexander. 

In an effort to save his son's life, 
the elder Bell sought a change of 
climate by moving his family to 
( 'mada. Young Bell was given 
only six months to live when he 
arrived at Brantford in 1870. In

CRUISING JELLYFISH 

MENACE SEA BATHERS 



As if bottle caps and broken 
glass are not enough, nature pro- 
vides another menace to salt-water 
bathers — the stinging nettle. 

Technically called a medusa, this 
jellyfish paralyzes small fish with 
its barbs and pulls them into its 
mouth, located in the "handle" of 
an umbrella-shaped body. In sum- 
mer when vacationers splash too 
close, this aquatic porcupine cheer- 
fully shoots its microscopic stingers 
into human arms and legs. 

Shallow waters, such as Chesa- 
peake Bay, are so attractive to sea 
nettles that midsummer swimmers 
often are forced to retreat to the 
beach. 

Ancient Sea-Dwellers 

Although these pulsating floaters 
are 95 per cent water, they have 
made their mark in the world. 
Geologists have found fossil re- 
mains of jellyfish which were de- 
posited in the mud of ancient Cam- 
brian seas millions of years ago, 
the National Geographic Society 
reports. 

Both umbrella and tentacles of 
the stinging nettles are equipped 
with tiny cups, each containing a 
coiled thread and accompanied by a 
"trigger" hair. When the triggers

Beautiful \urelia 
The most common, and thus the 
most troublesome, jellyfish of the 
Atlantic Coast is the shimmering 
moon-jelly, or aurelia aurita, which 
appears from the shores of Nova 
Scotia and New England south- 
ward. In addition to tentacles and 
stingers, the aurelia are equipped 
with eyes — eight of them — locat- 
1 ed around the rim of the umbrella. 
' Probably these tiny red dots allow 
I the aurelia to distinguish light and 
darkness, a passing human foot, but 
not much else. 

These delicate creatures rarely, 
if ever, survive the hazards of win- 
ter. Although they do not always 
follow the rules, most aurelia 
either produce or fertilize eggs 
which cling to the veil-like appen- 
dages of the female until they 
reach the larva stage. The autumn 
storms which destroy the parent 
usually release the larvae, which 
settle to the bottom and begin 
sharpening up their stingers for 
the following summer.

MARRIAGE INTENTIONS 



<>n July 24, 1951, the United 
States Patent Office granted patent 
number 2,561,571 on a "Cuticle 
Shield" to Kail P. Hahey, of 
Wedgemere avenue, Winchester. 

This invention pertains to a novel 
cuticle shield or protector for use 
during manicuring operations. In 
imrtieulai, it affords a device 
whereby the cuticle, or skin next 
to the finger nail, is held downward 
with the result that the entire nail 
surface is exposed and the cuticle 
is protected against staining or in- 
jury by the manicuring chemicals, 
buffing powders, friction, or the in- 
volved insti umentts. It should be 
noted that the contrivance is made 
both for self-use and for profes- 
sional manicurists. 

Essentially, Mr. Haney's ap- 
pliance, which may be molded from 
suitable plastic material, com- 
prises a small supporting shell 
having a pair of pivoted jaws at- 
tached to its rear edges. These 
jaws, which are provided with 
clamping faces, are capable of 
opening sufficiently to grip the 
finger and included also in the con- 
struction are mechnical parts, such 
as pins, a spring, bearing elements, 
and a special boss that projects 
about one-eight of an inch above 
the top of the shell and serves to 
engage the end of the finger nail. 

In the use of Mr. Haney's im- 
proved shield, the jaws may be , 
held open with either hand, while i 
a finger is placed, without being ! 
gripped too tightly, within the ! 
clamping portions. The base of the ' 
shell acts as a support in the palm 
of the hand; and the assembly is 
such that nail polish may be ap- 
plied, and the manicuring oper- 
ations performed, in a satisfactory 
manner. 

It is claimed that the arrange- 
ment of this invention is more 
durable, rugged and effective than 
pnor devices for the same purpose. 

The application for this patent 
was filed on June 8, 194H.

Gardener's! The Franklin Institute of the 
State of Pennsylvania has just 
awarded the Francis J. ('lamer 
Medal to Dr. John Chipman of 19 
Lorena road, head of the metal- 
lurgy department at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. In 
announcing the awaid, Dr. Henry 
B. Allen, executive vice president 
and secretary of the Institute, read 
the accompanying citation which 
says the medal was given Dr. Chip- ' 
man "in recognition of his contri- 
butions, as an individual and as a 
teacher, to the application of the 
theories of physical chemistry to 
steelmaking practice." 

Dr. Chipman will receive the 
medal formally on October 17 at 
special Medal Day ceremonies in 
the Institute's Franklin Hall, in 
Philadelphia, where thirteen other 
awards will be made. 

The ('lamer Medal, established in 
1943, is given at least once every 
five years for meritorious achieve- 
ment in the field of metallurgy. 
The choice of Dr. Chipman as re- 
cipient was a unanimous one. His 
leadership in the field is recognized 
throughout the metallurgical world, 
Dr. Allen stated. He has been 
ranked as "the father of modern 
metallurgical thermodynamics" and 
as "certainly within the top group 
of three metallurgists in this coun- 
try." 

Dr. Allen pointed out that in the 
opinion of the awards committee, 
the greatest advances in the study 
of the physical chemistry of steel- 
making have been made during 
the past 25 years, and the great 
majority of the valuable contribu- 
tions to the physical chemistry of 
steelmaking reactions since then 
have been made by Dr. Chipman 
himself or by students trained by 
him.

AN EYEWITNESS ACCOUNT 

OF THE FLOOD 

"The destruction and devasta- 
tion wrought by the Kansas City 
flood can only be appreciated by 
one who has seen the bewilderment 
of good, honest people who have 
lost everything and are still not 
asking for charity". Mrs. Joris 
BrinkerhofF, Winchester Red Cross 
Motor Corp driver said today after 
returning from a visit with her 
parents in Kansas City. 

"Twenty seven thousand families 
need assistance. Any furniture that 
was salvaged is so germ-ridden, it 
can never be used. With mud reach- 
ing the second floor of homes and 
personal and household articles 
swinging from p«wer lines, it is 
indeed a miracle ^hat people can 
remain as calm and go about trying 
to rebuild for the future. 

"Why there wasn't an epidemic 
is only due to the untiring efforts 
of the Army and the Red Cross, j 
Sanitataion precautions were su- 
perb. Altough not a delicate 
thought, one can't forget the 1 
stench of the flood area for a long 
time. So many thousands of cattle 
were lost. Carcasses were every- 
where, contaminating the water 
and putrifying the city. 

"Curious onlookers who drove as 
near as possible to observe the 
flood, made traffic conditions in- 
tolerable for victims who were try- 
ing to salvage their belongings and 
move them out of the city. It is 
inconceivable that in a town the 
size of Winchester, with only a 
quota of $1200.. that only $400. 'has 
so far been received. If everyone 
gave just one dollar, it would be no 
effort at all", Mrs. Brinkerhoff said.

OUR MORAL DETERIORATION 



Kditor of the Star: 

An eminent American, after liv- 
ing abroad for a long time, return- 
ed to his native land this year. He 
traveled from coast to coast, visited 
the great cities, observed the in 
• lust lies, political and social con- 
ditions throughout the land. When 
a: ked by a reporter what impressed 
him most after his years of absence 
from the country he replied: "Two 
things, the marvelous industrial 
development and the nation-wide 
moral deterioration." In truth it 
may be said that all people conver- 
sant with the affairs of our coun- 
try, are likewise impressed. All 
are amazed at the revelation of cor- 
ruption where honor, integrity and 
patriotism was taken for granted. 
How did it happen, what is the 
meaning of it? The explanation is 
pimple. It is just a case of follow- 
■ng the leader who has set the 
people a bad example by condoning 
lawlessness and mediocrity where- 
ever it seemed to be to his political 
advantage and pleasure. Harold K 
Stassen, president of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania atid ex-Gov- 
ernor of Minnesota where he served 
with distinction, said President 
Truman is "the cleverest politician 
and the worst President eve!' to 
occupy the White House." The 
people of Mr. Truman's home town 
never lated him as more than a 
common man who never did any- 
thing to take him out of that classi- 
fication. In his early career he was 
-objected to the teachings and in- 
fluence of a wily, local politician, 
head of a corrupt political machine 
He was dominated by him and 
never repudiated him, notwith- 
standing he was sent to prison for 
lawlessness. "Tom Pendergast is 
my friend and 1 am his," he is re- 
ported to have said and he flew 
across the country to pay him 
respects at his funeral. 

When the Pendergast machine in 
the President's home district de- 
feated Representative Slaughter 
for reelection in a campaign "as 
.•rooked as a ram's horn," and the 
ballots that were scored in the court 
house for safe keeping were stolen 
one night preventing a recount, Mr. 
Truman refused to investigate and 
prosecute the case although his 
oath of office required him to do it. 
He was in the city with his body- 
guard at the time. The sheriff's 
office was in the court house and 
the police station was just across 
the street. 

When Janu s M. Curley, mayor of 
Boston and ex-Governor of Mass- 
achusetts, was sent to prison, the 
second time for violating federal 
law, President Truman thwarted 
the action of the federal court by 
releasing and pardoning him; an- 
other violation of his promise to 
uphold the institutions of his coun- 
try. As soon as he had taken his 
inaugural oath of office he placed 
the welfare of his political friends 
above that of tthe people who had 
honored him with the Presidency, 
distributing, right and left, renu- 
merative offices to his henchmen, 
regardless of then qualification for 
the positions. He took a solemn 
oath to uphold and enforce the laws 
of the nation, but what to him is 
violation of an oath among friends? 

Our ambassadors shouid be men 
of eminence and above suspicion. 
Mr. Truman appointed an embas- 
sador to Mexico who was declared 
by a witness under oath to be cor- 
rupt, "I'll stand by him." said the 
President. There was no inves- 
tigation. Nor will he heed the 
widespread, bitter denunciation of 
his friend and Secretary of State. 
Dean Aeheson. called by some the 
"Red Dean." Secretary Aeheson 
<nys he will not turn his back on 
Alger Hiss who is now in jail. "He 
is my friend." When Mr. Truman 
met Stalin it was a case of love at 
first sight because Joe reminded 
hirfi of Tom Pendergast. his old 
friend and preceptor. If there is no

MORE ON GRADE CROSSING 

August 1 1, 1951 

Kditor of the Star: 

A short time ago, The Star print- 
ed a lettei from Mrs. I.. P. Birch, 
urging all of us to pull together in 
protesting raising the tracks and 
having the center of the town torn 
up for a two-year period of con- 
struction. The Star also reported 
recently the views of an engineer 
visiting in town and whose opinion 
was surely disinterested. This 
man was astounded when told that 
our Selectmen had directed the 
State to go ahead and cut the town 
iri two, For the present writer, it 
was encouraging to have even two 
other people in agreement with 
him. 

.More than five years ago the 
writer started a study of the local 
giade-crossing problem. With a 
little help from "M. I. T." in the 
field of map and model techniques, 
he produced a model of Winchester 
c mter. This map is called the Cor- 
related Crade-Crossing Plan be- 
cause it ties-in several problems in 
one comprehensive project but can 
be executed in units over a ten 
year period. This is in contrast to 
the piecemeal planning we have 
had up to now. 

This Mott Plan, if you wish a 
shorter title, has had very limited 
publicity. The Star has been most 
cooperative. The Library gave 
>nace for exhibiting the Scale 
Model for a period. A drug store 
not only gave up a window for ex- 
hibiting the Model but helped the 

author with the transportation and 
widow-dressing. 

Hut the Selectmen and Planning 
Board members, with one eyco] - 
tion, have never shown the slight - 
est interest either in the Model or 
the views of the maker. If it was 
imt for the uncertainty caused by 
World conditions we would not 
have been given this respite from 
actual work starting at the Center. 
Can we not take advantage of this 
unexpected delay and organize to 
-fop the Department of Public 
Works? 

The first step in that direction is 
to canvas each Precinct and secure 
a list of signatures to show the 
true public opinion on this matter. 
I'p to now, the State has been told 
officially that more than 95' v of 
people in this town, are willing to 
see the tracks 

raised and to see the 
Center a dusty no-man's-land for 
the next two years. If you are not 
in agreement with such a doubtful 
claim, tret your friends to join you. 
Now is the time

Percival Mott 
MAN SUBMITS MODFI, TO END 
WINCHESTER CROSSING 
HAZARD 

Percival Mott of 4 Woleott ter- 
race, has made a plastic model 
■•ailed "The Correlated Grade- 
Crossing Plan" which is on display 
at the Winchester Library. 

Mott has been studying the Win- 
chester grade crossing to devise a 
plan to eliminate accidents there 
which in recent years have claimed 
the lives of several persons. 

Mr. Mott's plan is to wall in the 
tracks from Wedgemere to Swan- 
ion street and landscape the walls 
with plantings or strips of turf. 
This safety measure could be a 
starting point for the complete 
scheme with over-pass as shown in 
the model at the library, Mott ex- 
plained. He suggests foot-ways 
under the tracks to replace the 
present hard-to-climb bridge at the 
depot. 

Mott's plan also provides for ex- 
pansion of the High School or for 
an entire new site, if that is the 
wish of the majority. Some of the 
problems which should be faced 
according to Mott over the next 10 
years are: 

(1) Elimination of Grade 
Crossing by traffic overpass. 

(2» Confinement of dust and 
noise of trains to B. & M. right-of- 
way. 

(3) Reduce the chances of pets, 
childen and adults wandering over 
or crossing the tracks. 

(4) To consolidate and protect 
the playing fields of Junior and 
Senior High Schools. 

(5.1 To provide a site for new- 
High School. 

(6) To insure greater safety of 
school population. 

(7) To make possible a unified 
bus terminal. 

(8) Increase safety and con- 
venience of shoppers in a new shop- 
mg center. 

(9) Plan for new parking area. 

1 10 I Reduce tire hazard for West 
Side by increasing efficiency of 
present Central Fire Station.' 

1 11 i Creation of beautiful civic 
rentes' by linking up High School 
play irrounds, library, tire house, 
new town office building and new 
Memorial Town Hall on Skiliings 
Hill. 

(12 1 The greater beauty of the 
town can be assured while at the 
same time eliminating the dust and 
hazard of grade level tracks.

Set pieces, to me, convey no 
special thrill, but the lovely air roc- 
kets, breaking into cluster after 
cluster of delicate bouquets of 
color, are surely among the most 
beautiful things yet made by man, 
•\nd I covet every opportunity to see 
and enjoy them. Without the de- 
tonation at the end, however, they 
are like a drum without its tattoo. 
You simply have emasculated tire- 
works. 

What possible objection to them 
there can be in a wide open space 
such as Shore Field, for instance 
(apparently tit for nothing else) it 
is hard tc imagine. At the begin- 
ning someone circulated a petition. 
I believe, to the effect that the walls 
of their homes were cracking. 
Surely a bit of specious reasoning, 
in face of the fact that musing ex- 
hibitions are still held on Boston 
Common, in the very heart of the 
Hub (and, for that matter, in many 
other cities) and no such complaint 
has materialized. Our Italian citi- 
zens, in the display of fireworks 
which they manufactured them- 
selves, satisfied their religious and 
patriotic fervor and did themselves 
credit, besides rendering the town 
a real service; and it is pathetic, to 
say the least, to see them hampered 
and restricted by edict of the town 
fathers to an extent where they are 
forced to wonder if it's all worth- 
while. 

Soon, judging from the trend of 
things, the only "bombs bursting in 
air" allowed to us will be those in 
the words of our national anthem, 
and these, too, may in time be re- 
placed by sparklers!

TOWN SEEKS BIDS 

FOR SCHOOL BONDS 



Town Treasurer E. Abbot Brad- 
lee announces that the Town of 
Winchester will receive proposals 
for the purchase of $225,000 worth 
of School Addition Loan Bonds un- 
til 11 a. m., FST, on Tuesday, 
August 21. These bonds are pay- 
able September 1, and are $15,000 
in each year, 1952 to 195(i, inclu- 
sive and $10,000 in each year, 1957 
to 1971 inclusive. 

Bonds will be issued in denomi- 
nation of $1,000 each, with interest 
payable semi-annually on March 1 
ml September 1. Principal and 
interest will be payable at the Na- 
tional Shawmut Bank in Boston. 
Bonds are valid general obligatio is 
of the Town, exempt from taxation 
in Massachusetts, and all taxable 
property in Winchester will be sub- 
ject to the levy of taxes to pay 
principal and interest. 

Bids should he sealed and marked 
"Proposal for Bonds" and address- 
ed to E. Abbot Bradlee, Town 
Treasurer, Winchester, Mass. 

In connection with the proposal 
for bids a brief statement of the 
financial condition of the Town 
shows a current assessed valuation, 
both real and personal, of $lo,rtn.- 
575.00, with a tax levy of $40 per 
thousand, amounting to $1,624,- 
543.00. Tax titles held by the town 
amount to only $1,785.96 and there 
are no outstanding loans against 
tax titles. There is a total bonded 
debt for water of $10,000.00. Prior 
to 1950 there are no uncollected 
taxes and in that year the amount 
of taxes outstanding is less than 
p thousand dollars, $991.52 to be 
exact. 



In melting a heat of basic steel, 
it is necessary to remove a large 
part of the impurities in the start- 
ing materials, and this is accom- 
plished by oxidation. The chemistry 
of this oxidation has been known 
for a long time, but it does not give 
all the information necessary for 
the production of a successful and 
satisfactory heat of steel. In addi- 
tion, the suitability of a steel to its 
purpose is determined by a proper 
control not only of its ordinary 
content of the elements carbon, 
phosphorus, .sulphur, manganese 
and silicon, but also of its contents 
of oxides. These controls are exer- 
cised through the slag which acts 
as the refining agent in the remov- 
al of harmful metalloids from the 
molten metal. The physical chem- 
istry of the slag-metal reactions 
and of the final deoxidation of the 
melt provides a basis for control 
of the quality of the finished steel. 

In 1925 at the time the physical 
chemistry of steel making was first 
discussed seriously, under the aus- 
pices of the Faraday Society, the 
contributions which this scientific 
approach might make to the steel 
industry were recognized, but they 
were limited by the lack of quan- 
titative knowledge of reaction rates 
particularly as they wore affected 
by temperatures used in steelmak- 
ing. 

In 1929, turning his attention to 
steelmaking processes, Dr. Chip- 
man undertook to place the physi- 
cal chemistry of steelmaking on a 
quantitative and sound theoretical 
base. More than any other single 
individual, he has been responsible 
for placing the mechanism of de- 
oxidation in steelmaking on a quan- 
titative basis, making it possible 
to determine the amount of deox- 
idizers, and the time and order of 
their addition to achieve the de- 
sired degree of deoxidation and the 
economical production of steel of a 
desired quality. He is the author 
or co-author of numerous papers 
on the subject. 

Dr. Chipnian has received many 
honors for his work. He received 
the Howe Medal of the American 
Society for Metals in 1934 and the 
Hunt Award from the American 
Institute of Mining and Metallur- 
gical Enggineers in 1939. He was 
tin- A. S. M. Campbell Memorial 
Lecturer of AIMF in 1919. He was 
a trustee in 1945-47 of the Ameri 
can Society for Metals and is cur- 
rently vice president of that so- 
ciety. He is also a member of The 
Royal Academy of Sciences of Swe- 
den, The Indian Institute of Metal 
Itll'gy, the Iron and Steel Institute 
of Great Britain, and the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences. 

Born in Tallahassee, Florida, in 
1897, Dr. Chipnian graduated from 
the University of the South (Se- 
wanee, Tennessee). He received the 
Master of Science degree from the 
State University of Iowa and the 
Doctor of Philosophy from the Uni- 
versity of California, then his Doc- 
tor of Science from the University 
of the South. He was assistant pro- 
fessor of Chemistry at Illinois Wes- 
leyan from 1922 to 1924 and at the 
Georgia School of Technology from 
1920 to 1929. Later he was Re- 
search engineer at the University 
of Michigan and associate director 
of research at the University of 
Michigan and associate director of 
research at the American Rolling 
Mill Company laboratories. In 1937 
he went to the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology as professor 
of metallurgy and has been head of 
the department since 1946. 

In addition, in 1942 he was direc- 
tor of the Metallurgical project at 
M. I. T. which was part of the Man- 
hattan Project, and in 1943-44 he 
was engaged in work at the Metal- 
lurgical Laboratory of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago as Chief of the 
Metallurgical Section where fun- 
damental work related to the pro- 
duction of plutonium was carried 
out during World War II.

A big hydroelectric program 
for developing power and irriga- 
tion facilities is getting under way 
in Italy's Tiber River basin where 
the old Romans made engineering 
history with bridges, aqueducts and 
drainage systems. 



In the golden age of whaling, 
between 183,3 and 1863, America 
had as many as 675 ships on the 
seas seeking the great ocean mam- 
mal. Today the U. S. flag is not 
represented in Antarctic whaling 
fleets, and the only American whal- 
ers are two small killer boats which 
operate from a shore rendering sta 
tion in California. 



Visitors this summer to the Kat- 
mai National Monument in south- 
ern Alaska are seeing a spectacular 
show of volcanic fireworks. In the 
U, S. reserve at the base of the 
long, slim Alaska Peninsula, Mount 
Mageik is reported to.have erupted 
suddenly, darkening the si 
raining ashes down on 
miles away. 

So far, no word has come directly 
from the camps maintained in the 
park, but information has been re- 
ceived that no one there has been 
hurt and conditions are now nor- 
mal. 

It was a volcanic outburst, one 
of the greatest ever recorded any- 
where, that led to the discovery of 
Alaska's volcanic wonderland, says 
the National Geographic Society. 
In June, 1912, when it was learned 
in Washington, D. C, that Mount 
Katmai had blown its top in a ter- 
rific explosion, the Society sent its 
first scientific and exploratory ex- 
pedition to the neighborhood. 

I Hit of the findings of this and 
six later expeditions, the last in 
10311, came detailed knowledge of 
one of the world's most fantastic 
regions — a land of strange forms 
and colors, fire and ice. 

Scenes of Inferno 

In the midst of placid lakes and 
forests, broad glaciers and cloud- 
shrouded mountains, a great valley 
was found — the Valley of Ten 
Thousand Smokes. Hot gases and 
vapors rose from thousands of 
vents and miniature volcanoes, 
i painting scenes recalling Dante's 
' Inferno. 

"Many of the jets were sending 
up columns of steam ... a thou- 
sand feet before dissolving," re- 
ported the leader of the National 
(ieographic expedition in describ- 
; ng his first sight of the pheno- 
mena. "It was as though all the 
steam engines in the world . . . 
had popped their safety valves at 
once." 

Without its top near-by Mount 
Katmai was left a mere stump, en- 
closing a huge crater some eight 
miles in circumference in which 
nestled a mile-long milky-blue lake. 

The area surrounding Mount 
Katmai and the Valley of Ten 
Thousand Smokes was set aside in 
1918 by presidential proclamation 
as the Katmai National Monument. 
It is the largest of the holdings 
administered by the National Park 
Service, embracing nearlv 2,700,- 
000 acres. 

Now More Accessible 

For the first time last year, char- 
tered airplane service from An- 
chorage made the Katmai park 
easily accessible to visitors. Ac- 
commodations and tours were pro- 
vided. In addition to the spectacu- 
'ar scenery, vacationers find excel- 
lent fishing, including rainbow and 
Dolly Varden trout, grayling and 
salmon. 

Two park camps have been es- 
tablished under concession, fine, 
accommodating about 25 persons, is 
situated on Naknek Lake at Brooks 
River. The other, slightly smaller, 
is on near-by Lake Coville. Both 
camps are within 40 airline miles 
of the current volcanic disturbance.

When soldiers have to give blood 
before being shipped overseas, so 
it will be there when they need it, 
it is a pretty shocking commentary 
on the apathy of the civilian popu- 
lation. 

Last month Massachusetts' quota 
in whole blood for defense was nine 
thousand pints. Less than five 
thousand pints were collected. 
Most of this blood came from sol- 
diers, — some of them about to be 
shipped overseas. 

Bloodmobile double units have 
been travelling all over the state 
to Camp Edwards, Fort Devens, 
Hingham Ammunition Depot, the 
Navy Yard, etc., Red Cross "double 
units" collect about 250 pints a day. 

It is mighty embarassing when 
a soldier asks "The reason we have 
to give this is because civilians 
aren't coming across — right?" 
What can one say? He knows the 
answer. It's summer. We're too 
busy. 

It only takes about half an hour 
in all to give a pint of blood. 
There's no pain. Doctors and 
nurses, in attendance, will not al- 
low you to give blood if you are 
not able. Let them decide. You 
; will be served a pickup of coffee, 
crackers, etc., after you have made 
your donation.

j The Rev. Hiram W. Hook, retired 
; Methodist minister and former 
! pastor of the Crawford Memorial 
I Church, was found dead with his 
| wife, Edith, in their summer cot- 
( tage in the Asbury Park summer 
1 colony in Hamilton last Saturday 
night. 

Mrs. Hook's sister, Mrs. A. C. 
Elliott of Boxford, who had been 
invited to the Hooks for dinner, 
found the cottage locked and called 
a neighbor for assistance. The lat- 
ter lifted his son to a bedroom win- 
dow, through which the boy could 
see Mrs. Hook lying on the bed. 
Police broke down the door and 
found Mrs. Hook dead on the bed 
and her husband, dead in the bath- 
room. Medical Examiner Brainard 
Conley of Ipswich said they had 
been dead for 10 or 12 hours. He 
attributed their death to accidental 
asphyxiation by gas, possibly from 
a faulty refrigerator since a gas 
company crew could find nothing 
w rong with their outlets. 

Mr. Hook was 75 years old and 
his wife, 73. Both were active in 
the affairs of the Asbury Park col- 
ony. In the winter they made their 
home with their son, Dr. William 
Gilbert Hook, physician, who was 
vacationing at the time of his par- 
ents' death and was finally located 
in Cutler, Maine. 

Funeral services were held Mon- 
day afternoon at 2:30 at the Meth- 
odist Church in Danvers. 

Mr. Hook was a native of Dan- 
vers. He was graduated from Hol- 
ton High School in Danvers, from 
Boston University and from the 
Boston University School of Theo- 
logy. While studying at theological 
school he served as student pastor 
in Leicester and Greenfield. 

Later he held pastorates at many 
New England churches, including 
Grace Church, Cambridge, where 
he served in 1912, Med ford, Haver- 
hill and Winchester. His last pas- 
torate was in the Bradford district 
of Haverhill. 

Mr. Hook came to Winchester 
from Haverhill in May of 1912, suc- 
ceeding the Rev. Alliston B. Clif- 
ford.

He was past president of the 
Haverhill-Lawrence Ministers As- 
sociation, and a member of the 
Haverhill Citizens Committee that 
j brought about a peace pact between 
the shoe manufacturers of the city 
and their employees. He served 
Grace Church, Haverhill, for eight 
years before coming to Winchester.

Civil Defense volunteer workers 
will be interested in the summary 
of Chapter 547 of the Acts of 1951 
as recently released by State Di- 
rector Stokes. 

Basically the Act provides for 
compensation by the Common- 
wealth for property damage or loss 
and for injury to or the death of a 
volunteer civil defense worker ap- 
pointed under section 11(a) of 
Chapter (539 while participating in 
training or performing duty within 
or without the Commonwealth. 
The compensation provisions of 
the Act have been summarized as 
follows: 

1. Property damage or loss suf- : 
fered without fault or neglect: 
not to exceed $50 for each accident. 

2. Personal injuries suffered 
without fault or neglect: reason- 
able hospital, medical and surgical 
expenses, and, for loss of earning 
capacity, not exceeding $30 per 
week plus $2.50 per week for each 
dependent. 

(If the injury results in the 
loss by severance of some member 
of the body or the loss of one of the 
senses or in bodily disfigurement, 
additional compensation in a stated 
amount will be paid for a stated 
number of weeks, e. g. loss of a 
left hand by severance at the wrist, 
$20 per week for 100 weeks.) 

3. Death: 

a. To the widow so long as 
she remains unmarried an annuity 
n<.t exceeding $1500 plus $312 per 
year for each child under 18 or 
over 18 and physically or mentally 
incapacitated from earning. 

b. Jf there is no widow or 
the latter dies, the above annuity 
to the child or in equal shares to 
the children until 18 or beyond 18 
where mentality or physically in- 
capacitated from earning. 

C. If the widow remarries, to 
i each child for the above period an 
.annuity not exceeding $520. 

d. If there is no widow or 
child, an annuity not exceeding 
$1000 to the mother, father, or un- 

| married widow or sister of the de- 
j ceased with whom he was living at 
the time, if such mother, father, or 
sister was dependent on him, din- 
ing such time as such beneficiary 
is unable to support himself or her- 
self and does not many. 

e. Reasonable burial expen- 
ses of the deceased not exceeding

Greetings from: Earle F. Lit- 
tleton, 1-1 Cranston road, aboard 
the U. S. S. Missouri enroute from 
.New York to Panama. 

I am the representative from 
Tufts College on a Midshipman 
Cruise as a guest of the Secretary 
of the Navy. I arrived aboard ship 
on Aug. 2 and after being assigned 
quarters on the fifth level above the 
main deck, spent the rest of the day 
getting acquainted. Early Friday 
morning, August ;i, we left Norfolk 
during heavy storms, for a five day- 
orientation cruise before docking 
in Hew York on August 9. 

The civilian party aboard con- 
sists of ten representatives from 
ten different institutions, from 
Tufts and Brown in New England 
to U. of Southern Cal. During the 
first five days we were conducted 
on tours by the staff officers to vari- 
ous parts of the ship. We were 
shown the boiler and engine rooms, 
supply lockers and kitchen facili- 
ties , communications and radar 
systems, medical and dental equip- 
ment, ship's stores and the main 
bridge. All of the tours included 
talks on operation and control of 
the ship. The rest of the time we 
were free to roam the ship, take 
sun baths, play bridge and of 
course — movies every night. 

This first part of the cruise was 
devoted mainly to shakedown of 
the midshipmen and their training 
to the various jobs a seaman must 
do. After five days we put into New 
York and at 10:00 A. M. on August 
9 tied i p next to the He de France 
and three days later saw the Queen 
Klizabeth pull in on the other side 
of Rig Mo. 

Mrs. Littleton joined me for 
the four day stay in New York and 
was a quest aboard ship for some 
meals and the nightly movies on 
Saturday night. Friday evening 
Mrs. L. and I saw Skalag 17, the 
German prison camp play and dur- 
ing the stay did all those things 
people do on visiting New York — 
shopping on 5th Avenue, visits to 
Radio City and other places of in- 
terest, a ride in Central Park, etc. 
^ Monday morning at 7:00 we left 
New York for a five day run to 
Panama. Again the time is spent 
in training midshipmen, so we were 
interested spectators at a refueling 
at sea operation, tracking of drouss 
(the small radio controlled target 
planes) the practice leading and 
tiring of the 16 inch, 5 inch and 
both 20 and 40 mm guns. Later, 
after more practice, we will observe 
real gunnery practice at Cuba. 

Today — Thursday, August lfi — 
we have just gone thru Windward 
Passage, which is between Cuba 
and Haiti. We will dock at Panama 
<>n Saturday, August 18, about 8:00. 

The days are hot but beautiful. 
I have never seen the sea so blue 
and the (lying fish have kept us 
interested for the last two days. 
There is always a strong breeze in 
spite of the heat, the sunsets are 
the most georgeous I have ever 
seen, and we are now enjoying a 
full moon. 

At Panama our group will be 
entertained by the Joth Naval Dis- 
trict Personnel Office and will be 
conducted to places of interest on 
both sides. After three days at 
Panama we a have one day run 
j to Cuba, where three days will be 
I spent on gunnery practice with two 
days ashore, and there follows eight 
days at sea on a slow run to Nor- 
folk. We are due back at Norfolk 
September 4 and then home. 

This is the life — no duties, plen- 
ty of good food, sun bathing every 
day, a first hand view of the opera- 
tion of Big Mo. — I am getting dis- 
gustingly healthy.

CASES Of BOY HOUSEBREAKERS 
CONTINUED 



The cases of three Somerville 
boys, alleged to have broken into 
houses in Winchester on Dart- 
mouth street, High street and 
Hemingway street, came up for 
disposition in the District Court at 
Woburn last Thursday morning. 
In the absence of Chief Charles J. 
Harrold the case for the town was 
prosecuted by Sgt. Thomas F. Cas- 
sidy. The arresting officer was Pat- 
rolman Jame K. Flaherty. 

Officer Flaherty, who was on the 
lookout for the boys, picked two of 
them up near Horn Pond in Wo- 
burn on July 7. After being ques- 
tioned at Headquarters by Sgt.

CIVIL DEFENSE EFFORT TO 
INTENSIFY IN WINCHESTER 



Winchester's Civil Defense effort, 
following the organization stage 
and some progress in the various 
branches of the local structure, will 
intensify with the return of many 
interested citizens after the sum- 
mer vacation. No Civil Defense 
effort is any better than the inter- 
est shown by individual citizens of 
the community in which the effort 
is being made, and to date the re- 
sponse of local residents to the call 
for volunteers for the various ser- 
vices involved has not been grati- 
fying. 

Winchester's Director of Civil 
Defense, James W. Rlackham, sent 
out 7000 appeals for volunteers to 
aid in the town's defense activity 
last February. The appeals wen' 
sent to a screened list that excluded 
aged and infirm, so far as possible, 
and also those who because of their 
occupation would lie either unavail- 
able or already engaged in activi- 
ties enrolled in the defense effort. 
About 700 replied to these appeals 
and enrolled in the various divis- 
ions of Winchester's Civil Defense. 
Commercially a ten percent return 
from a mail campaign would he 
considered good, but it is no secret 
i hat those charged with getting 
the town's defense effort rolling 
are not too happy with the lack of 
interest shown by many individual 
citizens thus far. 

To understand the local Civil De- 
fense setup it is necessary to real- 
ize that the entire Civil Defense 
picture originates with the Federal 
Government, which issues direct- 
ives to the various states and out- 
lines the objectives of the States 
in the Civil Defense campaign, tell- 
ing them what they should do to 
attain those objectives. 

The States in turn pass along 
directives to their various cities 
and towns, Massachusetts in I960 
passing Chapter r)3|} of the Gen- 



eral Laws which sets up a Civil De- 
fense agency and authorizes cities 
and towns of Massachusetts to or- 
ganize individual Civil Defense 
units within the scope of the Act. 
Briefly, the individual communities 
are asked to set up Civil Defense 
organizations which will function 
effectively in the event of emer- 
gency or disaster. 

Winchester is in Region 5 of the 
Massachusetts ('. D. organization, 
the State being divided into nine 
Regional District s. Regionally 
speaking, Winchester is in Sector 3 
with Arlington, Bedford, Belmont, 
Cambridge, Lexington, Lincoln and 
Woburn. In the event of a disaster 
affecting their sector these cities 
and towns are supposed to be mutu- 
ally helpful, those less affected by 
the disaster rendering assistance to 
the more severely stricken. 

Winchester's Civil Defense or- 
ganization starts with the Board of 
.Selectmen as the governing body of 
the Town. The Selectmen have ap- 
pointed James W. Blackham as dir- 
ector of the Winchester Civil De- 
fense effort, which has been organ- 
ized along required State lines and 
is divided into seven principal div- 
isions, Medical and Health, Rescue, 
Transportation and Evacuation; 
Police Service, File Service, Com- 
munications, Utilities, and Civilian 
War Aid. 

Heading the entire local effort is 
the Board of Selectmen as super- 
vising authority, and an advisory 
council, comprising Nicholas H. 
F itzgerald, chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen, who is also serving 
as chairman of the council; and 
Dexter H. Blenkhorn, Fire Chief 
James E. Callahan, Town Counsel 
Vincent P. Clarke, Harry F. Damon,

The Auxiliary Fire Department 
never disbanded after World War 
II and is now more active than 
ever. Enactment of State legisla- 
j tion has provided the previously 
i lacking accident protection that

| "Auxies" to function. 

Contrary to a recent statement 
in the Boston papers attributed to 
la Winchester physician, there has

the Medical Division. While Dir. 
: eetor Blackham is not satisfied with 
■ the progress of this important div- 
j ision, there has been some progress, 
i and presently two first aid units 
I are being set up, along the accepted 
plan, each calling for two doctors, 
! three dentists, three nurses, two 
pharmacists, 15 first aid workers 
and nurses aids, six clerical as- 
sistants, 150 litter bearers and two 
; four-stretcher ambulances and four 
cars with ambulance personnel of 
eight persons. 

The important thing in the opin- 
ion of Director Blackham is to in- 
tensify the town's Civilian Defense 
effort with tin' return of residents 
after the summer vacation. 

The Town's Communications div- 
ision functioned one hundred per- 
cent during a Communications test 
for Region 5 on August 14. Other 
tests are to come. Director Black- 
ham expressed the belief that Win- 
chester is well ahead of most other 
communities in its system of air 
raid warning, the local organi- 
zation having its system as origin-

In the cold war of inter-continen- 
tal radio jamming, one path of in- 
fant communications between free 
nation* stays open, protected by 
the ocean depths. 

This is the century-old subma- 
rine cable system, tying New and 
Old Worlds together with thin cop- 
per-hearted strands, the nervous 
system of international trade and 
.statesmanship. 

The North Atlantic alone is criss- 
crossed by at least 19 such cable 
t'nks, the National Geographic So- 
ciety says. All told, underwater 
cables cross more than 400,000 
miles of the wetter parts of the 
world. 

Pacific Cables 

Three cables span the Pacific. 
Two follow a parallel route from 
Vancouver Island in western Ca- 
nada "down under" to New Zealand 
and Australia. From the Canadian 
terminus to Fanning Island in mid- 
Pacitic is the longest single cable 
jump in the world, some 3,600 
miles. 

The turn of the century saw the 
laving of the only cable that exists 
even today between the United 
Stat.- and Asia. This line, going 
by way of the Philippines, includes 
the second longest single span, 
stretching 2,670 miles from Midway 
to Guam. Cut for security pur- 
poses just before the Battle of Mid- 
way in 1942, the link was restored 
in 1946. 

Transatlantic cable service was 
nurtured by a farsighted financier, 
Cyrus W. Field. He was aided by 
such men as Samuel F. B. Morse I 
and Sir William Thomson. Despite 
repeated accidents and failures be- : 
tween 1857 and 1865, a lasting 
table was finally laid the year after i 
the Civil War ended. It connected I 
Heart's Content, Newfoundland, 1 
with Valentia Island, Ireland. Parts 
>f that line are still in use. 

Between 1870 and 1930 the I 
world's submarine cable system ex- i 
panded from 21,000 to 358,000 nau- i 
Heal miles. World War II brought 
sabotage or neglect to many lines. 
Of present mileage, about one-half 
is British operated. Less than one- 
quarter is American controlled. 
Coaxial Cable 

New coaxial cables make it pos- i 
sible to transmit as many as 400 
words a minute (2,400 letters) by 
intricate teletypewriters and relay ; 
equipment. Scores of messages are 
sent simultaneously, in both direc- 
tions, over a single line. Many 
cables, however, are HO or more 
yars old, and can handle only 
about 50 words per minute. Under- 
sea "repeaters," vacuum-tube 
amplifiers — are now being in- 
stalled in older lines to boost their 
capacity. 

Submarine cable is thin, usually 
less thun an inch in diameter in 
deep water. It thickens to three ! 
or four inches near shore where j 
there are hazards from chafing, : 
trawling or ships' anchors. Stan- 1 
dard 3.15-inch cable weighs 19 tons 
to the mile in water. Twenty miles 
or more of such line may be sus- 
pended in the sea while it is beinp 
laid, but once down, the cable hugs 
the ocean floor. 

Knough slack is left in newly laid 
cable to make sure that it will not 
hang festooned from submarine 
peaks and break of its own weiirht. 
When a break or fault does occur, 
shore stations can track down the 
point of trouble, usually to within 
half a mile. Special cable repair 
ships find loose ends with great, 
live-pronged grapples. They haul 
ip the line, sometimes from three 
miles down, and splice nations to- 
gether again. 



Man first counted with his fin- 
gers. From his two hands came 
the decimal system of numbers 
with the magic base of 10. Oddly 
enough, the most recent electronic 
computers use a completely dif- 
ferent system, "binary" numbers 
with a base of two and only two 
digits, 0 and 1. "In the binary

Long before the Christian era 
opened, the curious calculating in- 
strument called the abacus had 
been* invented. It was used in an- 
cient Egypt, Greece and Rome, 
much as it is used today in India, 
China, Japan, Russia, and in the 
Chinese business places in the 
United States. 

A system of numbering rods was 
invented in 1617 by the Scotchman 
John Napier. Skeptics quickly 
dubbed them "Napier's bones," but 
they constituted the earliest mech- 
nieal means of multiplication. They I

: as a candidate for America's na- 
| tic lal flower, since it grows in vir- 
tually every state of the I'nion. 
Reports from some states indicate 
I the plant's luxurious foliage is on 
i the increase. 

Creeping along the ground, wind- 
ing up trunks of trees, overwhelm- 
ing wild flowers in its path, this 
troublesome member of the cashew 
family is most "catching" when it 
blooms in late spring and summer. 
However, many a Mower fancier 
; has come down with an intolerable 
itch after arranging its brilliant 
red leaves in the autumn. 
Advice Is Plentiful 

Probably more than a thousand 
remedies for ivy poisoning have 
been recommended, but what helps 
one victim often is useless to the 
next. Some American Indians be- 
lieved that eating the leaves of the 
plant crave immunity. Kxperiment- 
ing with this theory set several 
human guinea pijjs to scratching. 
Rubbing the rash with a banana 
skin, scrubbing with salt water, 
applying hot water, cold water, 
alcohol, brown soap, baking soda, 
Epsom salts, tannic acid or calo- 
mine lotion are only a few of the 
home remedies which have been 
tried, with varying degrees of suc- 
cess. 

Many people believe themselves 
to be immune to poison ivy, but a 
person who is expose.) r>hc v ,'hout 
ill effect may break out in a blis- 
tering rash the next time he has 
contact with it. It is believed that 
one attack leaves the victim more 
vulnerable than before. 

There are several varieties of 
poison oak and poison ivy, but all 
have one common characteristic. 
Their glossy green leaves come in 
groups of three. Poison sumac, 
which is a member of the same 
family ( Toxicodendron ) , grows 
treelike in swampy places and for- 
tunately is seldom found in garden? 
and on picnic grounds. 



WILL MECHANICAL BRAINS 

DO TOMORROW'S THINKING! 

. 

Science is coming closer to its 
:!ni)-year-old goal of "thinking ma- 
. bines" that can take over where 
human minds faltei . 

Already there are electronic 
' giant brains" that can scan a 
microfilmed library at 120,000 en- 
1 t ies a minute, make out a factory's 
payroll or a city's telephone bills 
automatically, rattle out mathe- 
matical tables on electric type- 
writers, or chew through equations 
that would take a human calculator 
more than a lifetime to solve. 

In a London museum this sum- 
mer, the National Geographic So- 
ciety says, the great-grandfather 
"f these scientific prodigies was put 
• m exhibition. A mechanical calcu- 
lator built by French mathemati- 
cian Rlaise Pascal in 1641, it em- 
ployed principles of addition, sub- ' 
traction and simple multiplication 
that are still in use in desk-top 
adding machines.

It was not until the early 1800's 
that the idea of a true "analytical 
engine" was proposed by Charles 
Babbage, professor of mathematics 
at Cambridge University. His 
machine was so complex that artis- 
ans could not make sufficiently ac- 
curate parts for it. Rabbage died 
h< fore it was finished. Only today, 
in elephant-sized electronic se- 
quence calculators that hum, clack 
i.nd blink their myriad lights in 
mysterious patterns, are his ideas 
reaching fulfillment. 

Today's "brain" machines — 
Eniac, Binac, Edvac, Seac, Univac, 
Zephyr, and Marks I, II, III and IV 
are much more than overgrown 
abacuses. With electronic brain 
cells, copper-wire nerves and metal- 
lic memories, they can work 
through masses of figures and for- 
mulas like a ship plowing through 
the Sargasso Sea. 

They make decisions, choose be- 
tween different courses of action, 
determine instructions by them- 
selves and generally "remember." 
Thus many scientists say such 
computers s h o w attributes of 
"thinking." 

Yet actually they are morons. 
If a machine were to be built simul- 
ating all the nerve connections of 
the human brain, it has been estim- 
ated that it would need a sky- 
scraper to house it, the power of 
Niagara Falls to run it, and all of 
Niagara's water to keep it cool. 

Some day such a "brain" may be 
built, far faster and more accurate 
than any human mind. With tech- 
niques now known, mathematicians 
predict, the calculating machine 
will eventually play perfect chess, 
orchestrate a melody, forecast 
weather, type letters directly from 
dictation, or even beat the stock 
market.

Dollar Shortage 

From foreign screenings in the j 
free world the three billion dollar ! 
U. S. film industry takes an estim- i 
ated .5100,000,000 annually and! 
nearly 38 per cent of its total pro- 
fits, according to the U. S. Depart- { 
inent of Commerce. However, the I 
road American films travel is not I 
always a smooth one. 

Most nations — the United States, | 
Belgium, and Cuba are among the ' 
few exceptions — . impose varying 
restrictions on the importation of 
commercial movies. Many are 
traceable to the postwar devalua- 
tion of foreign currencies and the 
dollar shortage, Others are the re- 
sult of government attempts to 
foster or fortify domestic film in- 
dustries. 

In Argentina, Spain, and Italy, 
for example, laws are in force 
which require the showing of do- 
mestic films during a certain por- 
tion of each theater's week. Other 
devices used to subsidize local film 
production are high taxes and cen- 
sorship fees on foreign screenings. 

In spite of restrictions, the de- 
mand for American films — among 
the most lavish and technically su- 
perior in the world — continues to 
grow, keeping pace with a global 
increase in theater facilities. 

Today, an estimated 99,000 mo- 
tion picture theaters are in oper- 

rtion in more than 120 countries 

providing ahout one seat for every 
44 persons on earth. During the 
past two years Japan alone has in- 
creased its movie houses by 943 
while Europe has put into operation 
an additional 1,908 theaters.

One of Four Saved from 
Drowning When Boat Sank 

Walter F. Gurney of 78 Hemin- 
way street was one of four fisher- 
men saved from drowning early 
Saturday when their boat sank in 
lough water at the mouth of the 
Ipswich River. 

Mr. Gurney, with Walter Randall 
of 380 Salem street, Woburn, Ken- 
neth Neergaard of 5 Elm avenue, 
Woburn, and Raymond G. Powers 
of 31 Park street, Stoneham, went 
fishing on the Ipswich River Fri- 
day evening. Shortly after mid- 
night they had worked out of the 
river past the breakwater in search 
of better luck with the striped 
bass they sought. 

The quartet had decided to wait 
for sunrise to head in, and they 
had to row for it since their engine 
refused to start. About 4:40 the 
tide changed and they looked for 
an easier passage. 

Mr. Neergaard told rescuers they 
"ere a short distance off the break- 
water when they felt the boat rise 
as the ocean swelled beneath them. 
It was then that they looked up and 
saw a huge wave breaking near the 
boat. 

All four of the men jumped up 
and the boat sank beneath them. 
All but Mr. Gurney clung to the 
boat at first, the Winchester sports- 
man deciding to swim ashore. 

The boat wasn't equal to support- 
ing the motor and the three men 
clinging to it, and sank again. This 
time Mr. Randall and Mr. Neer- 
gaard left it and swam to the 
breakwater, Mr. Powers continuing 
to cling to the boat.

NEW PERSONAL PROPERTY

Housing Survey to be made by 
< ivilian War Aid Division 

As part of the advance planning 
for Civil Defense, a survey of the 
individual housing facilities avail- 
able in various sections of the Com- 
monwealth will be undertaken on a 
selective basis in the near future.

CIVIL DEFENSE 

Individual Housing Survey 

As a part of the advance planning for Ci\ :l Defense a survey 
of the individual housing facilities available in Winchester will 
be undertaken this month. The primary objective of the survey 
will be to determine the number of individuals who could be eaied 
for on a voluntary basis in private families. 

It is felt that many persons in Winchester would be willing 
in an emergency to make unused portions of their homes available 
to those people who are dislocated by enemy action. In some 
instances it will mean offering space which is presently not used 
as sleeping quarters, and in others it will entail minor inconven- 
ience on the part of the householder by rearranging existing 
accommodations as well as providing additional beds and bedding. 

The Housing Survey will be made under the supervision of 
William P. Supple, Assistant Director, as head of the Civilian 
Uar Aid Division of the Winchester Civil Defense organisation 
The Work will commence September 17 and will be done by Civil 
Defense women volunteers. It is hoped that the response to the 
request for workers which has alreadv gone out will be adeouate 
and the cooperation of all citizens with the civilian War Aid Di- 
vision in this survey is urged.

GRANTED PATENT 




On August 21, 1951, the United 
States Patent Office granted patent 
number 2,565,308 on a "Combus- 
tion Chamber With Conical Air 
LHffuser" to Hoyt C. Hottel, Win- 
chester, and Glenn C. Williams, 
Watertown. 

This invention pertains to an im- 
proved combustion chamber for gas 
turbines and like engines wherein 
the gases of combustion are util- 
ized by doing work upon an array 
of blades instead of on a piston. 
For these applications, it is essen- 
tial to provide combustion of fuel 
and air at comparatively high rates 
of heat release in a relatively con- 
fined space. In addition, it may be 
necessary, as in the case of gas 
turbine operation, to lower the 
temperature of the gases entering 



the turbine to such a point that 
reasonable life for the parts of the 
equipment is assured. 

Because there is a need for large 
volumes of air, it generally is sup- 
plied to the combustion apparatus 
at a velocity far in excess of that 
permissible for name propagation, 
i Consequently, it is necessary to 
diffuse or decelerate this entering 
air; and, under one practice, this 
is accomplished by dividing it into 
two separate streams, within one 
of which combustion is initiated. 
The two streams become combined 
again, with completion of combus- 
tion taking place at the desired ex- 
haust temperatures. 

However, according to Messrs. 
Hottel and Williams, this prior 
method of effecting deceleration is 
objectionable due to the fact that it 
requires a considerable over-all 
length for the combustion chamber. 



It is the object of their invention 
to overcome this limitation and 
thus they have devised a novel 
method of construction whereby, 
with a minimum loss of heat 
energy ;ind unburned fuel, a highly 
efficient degree of combustion is 
achieved, and an adequately effec- 
tive re-combination of the gases is 
obtained, in a compact apparatus. 
In their patent specifications, they 
cite some of the mathematical for- 
mulae which govern their design, 
stating also that there is thus 
afforded an assembly in which 
stabie, continuous flames are main- 
tained and wherein there is a sub" 
stantial uniformity of temperature 
in the outlet flow.

THE WEST POINT CODE 

An Explanation of a Controversial 
Subject 

Editor of the Star: 

Attached to a letter from Maj. 
General E. A. Irving, USA, Supt. 
of the United States Military 
Academy, the writer has received a 
,-opy of the Honor Code, and to 
answer many many questions a- 
bout the recent unfortunate episode 
at West Point, we wish to quote 
from the Code some pertinent facts. 
It is important to remember that 
the Honor Committee is made up of 
Cadets and that they, and they 
alone, maintain the Honor Code, 
violators of Academy rules are 
punished by the Faculty but such 
violations are apart from the Hon- 
or Code. 

" Vs Sacred to I s as Our Alma 
Mater is Our Honor Code" 

"It is not just a set of rules made 
to make relationships at the Acade- 
my more effective it is the code 
of the lighting man .... Honor 
can not be defined satisfactorily 
because it is a belief that is in- 
tangible; one that exists in the 
minds of men. An 'honorable' man 
is not one who conforms outwardly 
to an honor code. An honorable 
man must be one who believes in 
strict conformity to that which is 
r ight .... and one who will uphold 
his convictions above all other con- 
siderations. 

The Honor of the Corps is un- 
questioned. It has been guarded 
jealously by the Long Grey Line 
and has been handed down 'un- 
tarnished and unsullied.' What has 
not been passed on is ttiat personal 
integrity which conformity with 
the code has ingrained in each 
graduate. That personal quality 
must lie attained by each cadet. 
For some it will be an easy matter; 
for others it will require diligent 
application. Regardless of the 
effort required, it can not be too 
great, because offenders of the 
Honor Code are never granted im- 
munity, lt must be thus because 
Honor is bigger than any one man. 
or group of men .... 

The Corps eac h year elects one 
member of the First Class from 
each company to serve on the Hon- 
or Committee. Thus under the pres- 
ent organization of the Corps the 
Honor Committee is composed of 
'24 members plus the First Captain 
who is an 'ex officio' member. The 
Honor Committee is charged by the 
Corps with maintaining the Honor 
i ode. lt is the collective voice of 
the Corps which instruct on points 
of honor, investigates suspected 
violations of the Honor Code, and 
allows no offenders to remain at 
the Academy. 

Some of the General Principles 
upon winch the Honor Code is 
founded are . 

1. Lying, quibbling, evasive 
statements, or technicalities in 
order to shield guilt or defeat the 
spirit of justice will not be tolerat- 
ed. The Code demands courageous 
and fearless honesty in setting 
forth the truth, regardless of con- 
sequences. 

2. A cadet who intentionally 
violates the Honor Code should re- 
sign at once as there is no place in 
the Corps or in the Service for any- 
one who cannot abide by the prin- 
ciples of the Honor Code and 
offenders are never granted immun- 
ity. 

3. Anything to which a man 
signs his name means irrevocably 
what is said, both as to letter and 

spirit. 

4. No intentional dishonesty will 
be condoned. 

8. Every man is honor bound to 
report any breach of honor which 
conies to his attention. 

t.V The Corps, individually and 
collectively, is the guardian of its 
Honor Code."

FLUORIDE 



Editor of the Star: 

Are there many people in Win- 
chester who would be interested in 
furthering a project which promis- 
es to improve the health of all the 
children in the town and save mon- 
ey in the process ? 

I am referring to the use of 
fluoride in the water supply to cut 
down cavities as recommended by 
the American Public Health Asso- 
ciation, the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health, the C. S. 
Public Health Service, the Ameri- 
can Dental Association, the Ameri- 
can Water Works Association, the 
Massachusetts State Dental Asso- 
ciation, and others. 

What is fluoridation? It is the 
addition of very minute portions of 
fluoride into the water supply in the 
ratio of one part fluoride per mil- 
lion parts of water. 

What will Fluoridation do" Fluor- 
idation will cut down the number 
of cavities in children. It will not 
entirely eliminate cavities. It is no 
panacea. The evidence from ex- 
periments carried out over the 
years in New York and Michigan 
is that on the average cavities can 
eventually be reduced by more than 
00 per cent by fluoridation alone. 
Good diet and hygiene will cut 
down cavities still further. Fluor- 
idation has little or no effect on 
adults' teeth. 

What will fluoridation cost" The 
cost varies with, the type of fluoride 
used. The New York State Depart- 
ment of Public Health says >S 
cents per person per year. "Ten 
cents (10c) per person per year 
frequently is used as a guide." If 
Winchester has about 15,000 popu- 
lation, the annual cost would be 
about $1,500, If this seems a lot, 
remember that the town of Win- 
chester last year spent more than 
twice this amount for free dental 
care of children in the town. When 
fluoridation cuts down cavities 60 
per cent it should pay for itself by 
reducing this $3,00o outlay by a 
proportionate amount, to say no- 
thing of tiie reduction in dental ex- 
pense paid by the parents them- 
selves. This tiu per cent figure does 
not come at once. In fact it only 
applies to children who have' had 
fluoridation all their lives. The 
shorter the exposure to the fluoride 
the less the benefit. At the same 
time, even older children show im- 
provement after the program 
starts although not nearly as high 
a percentage improvement as the 
younger children. 

When should fluoridation be 
started? As soon as possible for the 
reasons just mentioned. As the 
American Journal of Public Health 
says, "What are we waiting for?". 
As a citizen of Winchester I would 
like to see an appropriation in next 
year's budget to buy and install the 
equipment. The fluoride can prob- 
ably be added at the same points 



that the chlorine is now added. 

What can you do? You can be 
the deciding f'aetoi it, whether Win- 
chester has this program or not. 
Don't think that because this seems 

desirable it will be easy to get all 
the people to agree. There are still 
people w ho don't believe in vaccina- 
tion and some of them are quite 
voluble. For instance, in Spring- 
field one of the opponents to rlluor- 
idation claimed that tlluoridation 
was "an outrageous infringement 
of human rights and dignity". 

In Winchester the Chairman of 
the Water Board indicated to me 
that he expects the Board of Health 
to start the ball tolling. The Chair- 
man of the Board of Health told 
me that he was interested but that 
he felt the people should ask for 
it first, rather than have the Board 
of Health sell it to the people. The 
steps then are as follows: 

1. The people of the town show 
the town authorities that they want 
the program. 

2. The Water and Sewer Board 
makes application to the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public 
Health w ith the endorsement of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

3. The Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health will approve 

; the program when it is correctly 
set up. The Mass D. P. H. will 
assist in setting up the recom- 
mended controls and evaluation 
procedures. 

The first step is where we as 
citizens come in. You can either tell 
yout" selectman or town meeting 
representatives that you want it, 
or contact me and we can see if 
we can form a Volunteer Citizens 
Committee to forward the project. 

Remember fluoridation is not the 
whole story, but good diet plus good 
hygiene plus fluoridation will give 
your children the best possible 
teeth.

Indians Impressive in 
Season's Opener 

Winchester High opened its 1951 
football season in impressive fash- 
ion at Milton last Saturday, beat- 
ing Milton High, 20-0, before a 
good sized crowd that included a 
big delegation from Winchester. 

Saturday's victory was the third 
straight for Winchester in the Mil- 
ton series that started three years 
ago, and it was by far the most de- 
cisive the Indians have scored over 
the Maroon and White. 

Kach team made six first downs, 
but Winchester rushed for 202 
yards to Milton's 86, more than 
making up for Milton's edge in the 
air. The Maroon tried 16 passes, 
completing six for 55 yards, and

Doth teams missed scoring chanc- 
es. In the third quarter Michelsen

Michelson broke through the middle 
for a first down at the 13 and Don- 
lon went outside at the two. Mich- 
elsen got only a yard on a sneak, 
but Donlon slid off left tackle for 
the score on the next play and 
Errico kicked the goal, sending a 
beauty from placement right 
through the middle. 

Right after the teams changed 
goals for the second quarter Mo ran 
kicked for Milton, Donlon running 
the ball to the Winchester 28. On 
the next play Serieka, in at full- 
hack, broke off his own right tackle 
and, aided by a couple of good 
blocks, got into the open. Taking 
good advantage of a down field 
blocker who screened the Milton 
deep field right defender beauti- 
fully, "Jocko" cut back sharply to 
his left and just outlegged all" op- 
position, scooting 72 yards for a 
spectacular touchdown that really 
decided the game then and there.

SHOULD GO SLOW ON 
FLUORIDATION OF 
DRINKING WATER 

Editor of the Star: 

On September the 14th. a letter 
to the Editor of the Star advocated 
fluoridation of Winchester drinking 
water "to improve the health of all 
the children in the town and save 
money". One should applaud both 
this motive and the good intentions 
of its proponent. 

The matter of fluoridation of 
drinking water, however, is a seri- 
ous one and requires more than a 
cursory examination. Several fact- 
ors must be recognized. 

t. Fluoridation of drinking 
water i.s still an experimental pro- 
cedure, having been tried in only 
a limited number of towns. Results 
are still incomplete and hence in- 
conclusive. By itself, fluoridation 
will not reduce dental decay till',. 

2. Incomplete studies do give 
some promise. However, those fam- 
iliar with the intricacies of such 
statistical analyses, recognize that 
multiple factors confuse the find- 
ings sufficiently to raise valid 
question as to the exact etfecjt of' 
fluoridation on dental decay. 

.". Fluoridation of drinking 
water not only exposes the children 
but also the entire adult population. 
The fluoride salts are protoplasmic 
poisons. It is known that 3 parts 
per million can be harmful. It is j 
hoped that 1 part per million is not. | 
Unlike chlorine, however, it is rel- 
atively accumulative. Recently 
there has been increasing concern 
that continuous fluoridation may 
constitute a health hazard in later 
years. 

The town of Winchester would 
do well to weigh the possible con- 
sequences against the limited bene- 
fits of fluoridation.

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AUXILIARY FIRE DEPARTMENT 

The recejit passage of Chapter 
547 of the Acts of 1951 (published 
in the Star of August 24) is of 
great importance in the affairs of 
Winchester's well-known and effi- 
cient Auxiliary Fire Department 
which has been in active existence 
since the summer of 1941. 

This Act provides financial pro- 
tection for Civil Defense volunteer 
workers who may be injured during 
training and duty. Without such 
protection no auxiliary fireman 
could legally get the very necessary 
training which actual fire duty 
(and only that) can give to the 
man who wants to serve his town. 
The Civil Defense law of 1950 lack- 
ed such protection, so auxiliary- 
firemen were not permitted to fully 
function. 

This situation has prevented the 
desired additions to auxiliary fire 
services all over the State, and has 
stopped the experienced men from 
assisting regular firemen. 

Now that this unintentional 
obstacle has been removed the As- 
sistant Director of Civil Defense in 
charge of the Winchester Fire Ser- 
vice, Chief James E. Callahan of 
our Fire Department, has ordered 
the "Auxies" to resume training by 
answering alarms and performing 
fire duty; and also has directed 
them and the new auxiliary re- 
cruits to attend outdoor ladder and 
hose drills which will continue each 
week during favorable weather. 

Citizens of good health and 
character who may wish to apply 
for appointment as volunteer fire- 
men may obtain details by calling 
Winchester 6-1500 and talking 
with T. Parker Clarke, Chief of 
Auxiliary Fire Department.

During peacetime alone, people < in Marshfield 
with First Aid training have saved 
countless lives, and in preparing 
for wartime emergency, Civil De- 
fense must multiply this effective- 
ness many times over.

Winchester High rolled over 
Swampscott High at Swampscott 
last Saturday afternoon, defeating 
the outclassed Seulpins, 28 - 7, for 
their second straight victory. 
Swampscott, with an entirely new 
COaching setup, was less effective 
than usual, scoring in the final 
quarter against a substitute Win- 
chester lineup when a fumbled punt 
gave the Blue and Silver the ball.

Winchester High School, with 
two wins to its credit, will meet 
Watertown High at Manchester 
Field Saturday afternoon in a 
game that will test the Indians all 
the way. Kickoff at 2:30 p. m. 

Winchester sprung a big suprise 
a year ago, beating highly favored 
Watertown at Watertown, 7 - 6, 
and the Arsenal-town boys will be 
out for revenge tomorrow. On 
paper at least Watertown isn't any 
stronger than a year ago, if as 
strong, while Winchester looks con- 
siderably better than last year. 

At Watertown last fall Winches- 
ter played its best game of the year 
in turning back the Scarlet. If the 
boys play the game of which they 
are capable this year, the visitors, 
favored as they are, will know they 
have been in a ball game. 

Physically there is little to 
choose between the two clubs, the 
Watertown starting lineup averag- 
ing Kill with Winchester, 171. On 
the line Watertown has the bulge, 
171! to 166, a ten pounds per man 
pull. Winchester's starting backs, 
with Donlon and Errico in there 
average 178, and this poundage 
won't sag appreciably with Serieka 
and Griffin in. Watertown's backs 
average 188, which after all is 
heavy enough. 

The visitors have beaten Brock- 
ton, 1-1 - 7 and lost to Leominster, 
20-21. They are reputed to have 
a strong passing game with Simou- 
rian throwing. A couple of last 
ditch heaves in the final quarter 
enabled the Arsenal towners to all 
but catch Leominster last Satur- 
day. 

If Joe Donlon's knee holds up so 
be can play on defense Winchester 
shouldn't be too vulnerable to pass- 
ing, although Watertown is prob- 
ably much stronger in this depart- 
ment than either Milton or Swamp- 
scott. 

On the ground Winchester ought 
to hold its own with any club in 
its class, having in Serieka, Griffin, 
Bellino and Wheaton four real 
speed merchants who will be hard 
to catch, once in the clear.

Last week at Police Headquar- 
ters we were shown a w icked look 
ing replica of an automatic pistol 
taken from a hoy who had been 
shooting the RR shots it fires at a 
boy riding by on a bicycle. It was 
a pistol that any one might mistake 
for the real thing and it seemed 
capable of doing considerable 
damage at close range if its pellets 
chanced to hit a vital spot on the 
victim's anatomy. As we looked at 
it we were thinking of the law that 
prevents boys from working to 
help their families or to satisfy 
their own ambition, yet permits 
them, or their parents to buy such 
dangerous playthings. In our 
opinion there is altogether too 
much of this "six-gun" and "stick- 
em-up" business in the lives of our 
young, and the child experts 
notwithstanding to the contrary, 
the alarmingly increasing use of 
firearms by youths engaged in 
armed robbery would seem to in- 
dicate that more stress could be 
placed on a different sort of toy! 

The Star has heard much favor- 
able comment over the School 
Committee's decision to reappoint 
Edward A. Rartlett baseball coach 
at high school for another season. 
Following Mr. Rartlett's appoint- 
ment as administrative assistant to 
High School Principal Wade L. 
Grindle at the Wadleigh Ruilding 
the school authorities felt that the 
popular coach would not be able to 
handle both positions. As a con- 
sequence he was not reappointed 
baseball coach. Immediately this 
fact became known there was gen- 
eral regret expressed by all inter- 
ested in high school baseball and 
a strong protest from parents of 
boys on the baseball team who 
wanted Mr. Rartlett to continue for 
another year, at least, with the 
players he had brought along for 
three years to probable champion- 
ship laurels next season. The boys 
themselves were heart-broken over 
the loss of their coach, and taking 
everything into consideration, the 
School Committee reconsidered its 
original decision and has appointed 
Mr. Rartlett baseball coach for 
next year. The boys and their 
parents, and friends of the school 
generally are now happy, particu- 
larly when they note that Frank 
Provinzano is to be Mr. Rartlett's 
assistant next year and will as a 
consequence succeed him in 1953. It 
is the Star's belief that the School 
Committee has made friends by- 
giving this evidence of a willing- 
ness to listen to public opinion.

; flout". Everybody know-, that such 
expenditures are to supplement the 
regular appropriations under al- 
most emergency conditions ami 
not, by any stretch of the imagina- 
tion, to bolster low appropriations 
for special new construction or to 
commit the town to further ex- 
penditures. 

That this overweening action of 
the Finance Committee, taken with 
tio matter what good intentions, 
had the blessing of the Town Coun- 
sel is further cause for amazement 
of thoughtful citizens. Winchester 
has the right to expect that its 
Counsel be devoted to long-estab- 
lished principles of good govern- 
ment and insensitive to political ex- 
pediencies of the moment. The 
stature of our Town Counsel does 
not grow as a result of this action. 
Further, a Hoard of Selectmen a- 
h it to the best interests of the 
Town would have overridden this 
decision and called the necessary 
Special Town Meeting. 

There is another serious aspect 
to this matter, namely, the expos- 
ure of a School Committee com- 
plaisant in the face of a rocketing 
tax rate to the inclusion in the spe- 
cifications for the new building of 
items of unnecessary or luxury na- 

! Hire, items quickly agreed upon 
for elimination when the pinch 
came. There is ample ground for 
the conviction that the same atti- 
tude is reflected annually in the 
mushrooming budgets of the School 
< 'ommittee! 

What to do about it? 
Let a Special Town Meeting be 
immediately called by the Select- 
men and let there be no complaint 
over the small cost of such a Meet- 
ing. 

Let detailed information and 
data supporting the necessary ad- 
ditional expenditures be supplied 
for proper discussion anil action by 
the Town. There is no occasion for 
anxiety concerning the support 
that bona fide increases for this 
popular project will receive. 

For further consideration it is 
submitted that with all due re- 
spects to the able citizens who have 
served or are serving on the Fi- 
nance committee it is time that this 
committee be placed upon a more 
democratic basis directly answer- 
able to the voters. Let us change 
our By-Laws to provide for town- 
wide elections to the Finance Com- 
mittee, making it perhaps a 12- 
man group with one elected each 
year from each precinct for a two- 
year term, and with the proviso 
that only those of the committee 
who are also Town Meeting Mem- 
bers — and automatically the 
Chairman — shall have the right 
to vote in Town Meeting or sit 
within the. Members enclosure. 
Town Meeting Membership 

To get better local government 
it would also be an excellent move 
to have the basic law establishing 
the Representative Town Govern- 
ment in Winchester amended to 
make any Town Meeting Member 
who has served two consecutive 
terms of three years ineligible for 
re-election. He" would be eligible 
for election a year later but would 
then tun on his own merits and not 
as a "candidate for re-election" on 
the ballot. That would result in a 
wide! distribution among the citi- 
zens of the voting responsibility in 
Town Meeting. 

It is hoped that it would also eli- 
minate those laughable — if they 
were not so deplorable — scenes 
wherein old-timer Town Meeting 
Members straggle to their feet "by 
the numbers" to vote after seeing 
that the Selectmen or the Finance 
Committee have risen and — ■ with 
furtive glances to right and left — 
that other old-timers are also up.

BETTER GOVERNMENT

Editor of the Star: 

In the July '27 issue of the Win- 
chester Star the Winchester Fi- 
nance Committee, through its 
Chairman, announced an action 
that is a threat to local good gov- 
ernment. 

For the benefit of those taxpay- 
ers who did not see it, that an- 
nouncement can be accurately par- 
aphrased as follows: 

The low bid for building the ad- 
dition to the George Washington 
School left the Building Committee 
$36,000. in the red over and above 
the March appropriation of $238, 
000. By revising the specifications 
to produce "certain economies in 
construction" and the eliminating 
of '•semi-luxury items", with the 
complete approval of the School 
Committee", the contractor was 
able to reduce the bid enough to 
lea\c the Building Committee only 
$8,000. short. Thereupon the Fi- 
nance Committee "voted to appro- 
priate" the $8,000. from the 
Reserve Fund after the Town 
Counsel "advised that this appro- 
priation was legally and properly 



Editor of the Star: 

Before World War I, it was not 
j a common thing to see women and 
i teen-aged girls smoking cigarettes 
' on the streets, in restaurants, and 
wherever people congregated. After 
j the war tobacco manufacturers 
started an appealing sales propa- 
ganda showing a pretty girl light- 
ing a cigarette for her boy friend 
or for herself. It was considered 
; the smart thing to do. Beguiled by 
mimicry, women and boys followed 
the example. It started that way, 
that was all there was to it, just 
"keeping up with the Joneses." 
Presently, however, they began to 
feel comfort and pleasure in it indi- 
cating a habit was forming as the 
result of the indulgence. It was no 
longer the smart thing to do. In a 
recent poll it was found that over 
seventy per cent of all cigarettes 
sold w ere purchased by women and 
girls. The majority of smokers in 
fashionable restaurants are women. 

One of the principal causes of 
destructive rites is the careless 
handling of cigarette butts; fires 
started by them have caused a loss 
of millions of dollars to forests and 
buildings and the death of many- 
people. Last year the people of 
this country spent two billion dol- 
lars for tobacco. Such is the cost 
of thoughtless mimicry in the first 
place that developed into a habit 
hard to overcome. 

Next came the beguiling propa- 
ganda that alleged that the smart 
thing to do was to have a drink be- 
fore dinner. This sophistry was also 
' very successful. Cocktail lounges 



and cocktail parties started all over 
the country. Then alluring whiskey 
advertisements appeared in the 
newspapers and magazines. Social 
drinking eventually -caused alcohol- 
ism, a serious disease, a malady 
difficult tii cure, harder to cure in 
women than in nu-n. It is reported 
that there are fifty thousand women 
alcoholics in this country and all 
became addicts from social drink- 
ing in the first place. The cost of 
iiquor consumed in this country- 
last year was nine billion dollars 
and that, plus the enormous waste 
resulting from it, is appalling, 
This is the eventual cost of 
i thoughtless mimicry, a seemingly 
harmless indulgence in the first 
place — the cocktail and social 
drinking. 

Children have become dope ad- 
dict., in the same way that people 
have become alcoholics find victims 
of the tobacco habit, by mimicry 
and the alluring feeling that it is 
smart and harmless. A marihuana 
cigarette supplied indirectly by a 
dope peddler, then h< roin, then 
ruin. 

It is said that five per cent of the 
people think; ten per cent think 
they think, and eighty-five per cent 
never think of what may result 
from their acts, but just follow the 
leader. "What fools these mortals 
i be."
